-The  following  are  the  facts  ascertained  by  the  committee  concern¬ 
ing  the  case  of  each  beneficiary  in  said  bill  and  the  conclusion  of 
the  committee  as  to  the  proper  amount  of  pension  or  increase  of  pen¬ 
sion  which  should  be  granted : 


S.  1021.  Mary  F.  Gaddie,  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  is  the  widow  of 
John  E.  Gaddie,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Troop  A,  Tenth  Regi¬ 
ment  United  States  Cavalry.  It  appears  from  the  records  of  the 
War  Department  that  he  enlisted  April  1,  1876,  and  was  honorably 
discharged  March  31,  1881;  also  that  he  was  treated  while  in  service 
for  constipation,  neuralgia,  and  intermittent  fever. 
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Soldier  filed  and  establisned  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law  for  vertigo,  result  of  sunstroke,  and  was  pensioned  therefor  at 
$2  per  month  from  March  23,  1886,  which  was  increased  to  $4  August 
24,  1887 ;  to  $8  June  12,  1889,  for  vertigo  and  nervous  prostration  re¬ 
sults  of  sunstroke;  to  $12  September  17,  1890;  and  to  $14  December 
31,  1907.  He  died  September  6,  1910,  the  public  records  showing 
immediate  cause  of  death  as  “  mitral  insufficiency,  duration  indefinite 
contributory,  exhaustion.” 

Claimant  was  married  to  the  soldier  March  5,  1881.  Her  applica¬ 
tion  for  pension  filed  September  12,  1910,  was  rejected  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  1910,  on  the  ground  that  soldier’s  fatal  disease  of  heart  was  not 
a  result  of  the  disabilities  for  which  he  was  pensioned  and  was  not 
otherwise  shown  to  have  been  due  to  the  military  service. 

The  following  is  the  sworn  statement  of  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Ward,  at¬ 
tending  physician : 

That  he  is  a  practicing  physician  and  was  the  medical  attendant  of  Soldier 
John  E.  Caddie  during  his  last  illness.  Was  first  called  May  8,  1910,  and  found 
him  suffering  of  vertigo  and  a  drawing  sensation  along  the  spinal  column. 
Severe  exhaustion  followed  any  exercise.  He  would  vomit  almost  constantly! 
Some  weeks  later  he  developed  a  heart  murmur,  which  added  to  his  distress. 
The  mitral  valve  gave  way  hastily  and  compensation  could  not  be  maintained. 
His  condition  grew  steadily  worse,  and  he  finally  died  September  6,  1910.  The 
Immediate  cause  of  death  was  due  to  physical  exhaustion;  the  remote  cause 
was  sunstroke.  The  complication  of  heart  lesion  doubtless  played  an  important 
part  in  the  results. 

Dr.  Ward  again  testified  January  5,  1912,  as  follows: 

That  I  was  in  attendance  upon  Mr.  John  E.  Caddie  for  more  than  five  years 
prior  to  his  death  and  wa«  in  attendance  during  his  last  illness,  May-September, 
1910.  For  years  the  man  suffered  of  the  results  of  sunstroke.  He  died  indi¬ 
rectly  of  this  disease.  The  most  prominent  pathological  lesion  was,  however, 
the  heart,  and  on  the  death  return  I  made  a  statement  which  comprehended 
only  disease  of  the  heart  when  it  should  have  shown  death  due  indirectly  to 
thermal  fever.  As  in  all  cases  of  thermal  fever  there  was  for  years  a  pro¬ 
found  disturbance  of  the  circulatory  system.  The  venous  side  was  engorged, 
while  the  arterial  side  was  depleted.  The  attacks  coming  on  at  short  intervals 
when  exposed  to  the  slightest  heat  had  the  effect  of  finally  dilating  the  right 
side  of  the  heart  and  contracting  the  left  side.  In  the  end  the  tonicity  of 
the  organ  was  destroyed  resulting  in  disease.  I  believe  Mr.  Caddie  died  of  a 
disease  traceable  to  the  sunstroke  received  while  in  the  service  of  the 
Government. 

Regarding  the  origin  of  soldier’s  disability  his  commanding  officer 
.stated  as  follows : 

On  July  10,  1877,  Troop  A,  Tenth  Cavalry,  of  which  I  was  first  lieutenant, 
-started  from  Fort  Concho,  Tex.,  on  a  scout  after  hostile  Comanche  Indians. 
To  this  commond  belonged  Pvt.  Caddie.  July  27,  1877,  while  following  a 
trail  and  undergoing  unusual  hardships  for  want  of  water  and  subjected  to 
the  most  intense  heat  that  it  has  been  my  lot  to  experience,  several  of  the 
men  fell  from  their  saddles  “  sunstruck.”  Pvt.  John  E.  Gaddie  was  one 
of  these.  I  remember  seeing  him  on  the  ground  apparently  lifeless,  as  I 
passed  on  only  to  undergo  the  same  myself  within  a  few  miles,  and  at  the 
time  doubted  his  recovery,  but  to  my  surprise  he  managed  to  sufficiently  re¬ 
cover  to  enable  him  to  reach  water  (for  lack  of  which  everybody  was  in  nearly 
a  dying  state)  and  was  transported  into  the  supply  camp  in  a  wagon. 

Accompanying  the  bill  is  the  following  affidavit  of  Dr.  Joseph  H. 
Ward : 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  December  27,  1911. 

To  whom  it  concerns: 

This  certifies  that  I  was  in  attendance  upon  Mr,  John  E.  Gaddie  for  more 
than  five  years  prior  to  his  death  and  was  in  attendance  upon  him  during  his 
last  illness,  May  to  September,  1910. 
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For  years  tlie  man  suffered  as  result  of  sunstroke,  etc.,  for  which  he  was 
pensioned  by  the  Government.  He  died  indirectly  of  this  disease.  The  most 
prominent  pathological  lesion,  however,  was  in  the  heart,  and  on  the  death  re¬ 
turn  I  made  a  statement  which  comprehended  only  disease  of  the  heart,  where 
a  statement  should  have  been  made  showing  that  death  was  indirectly  due  to 
pensionable  cause. 

The  pension  authorities  say  there  is  no  connection  between  heart  disease 
and  sunstroke,  and  for  that  reason  refuse  to  allow  the  widow  her  pension.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  there  is  a  connection  between  the  two  diseases.  When  a  man 
drops  of  thermis  fever,  as  this  man  did,  there  is  a  profound  disturbance  of  the 
whole  circulatory  system;  the  venous  vessels  are  engorged.  The  blood  passing 
into  the  heart  through  the  right  auricle  into  the  ventricle  does  not  complete  its 
course  through  the  lungs  on  back  through  the  left  side  as  it  should,  but  slows 
up  on  the  venous  side,  causing  dilatation  of  that  side  and  the  corresponding  con¬ 
traction  on  the  other.  The  late  Mr.  Gaddie  suffered  for  years  recurrent  attacks 
of  this  condition.  The  continual  engorgement  of  the  right  side  of  the  heart  and 
depletion ‘of  the  left  destroyed  the  elasticity  or  tonicity  of  the  organ,  resulting 
in  disease. 

Bearing  out  the  foregoing  statement,  showing  there  is  some  relation  between 
heart  disease  and  sunstroke,  which  is  the  only  point  at  issue  and  which  is 
preventing  the  widow  from  her  pension,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  findings  of 
Dr.  H.  C.  Woods.  Dr.  Woods  is  perhaps  the  greatest  authority  on  thermal 
fevers.  He  performed  a  series  of  autopsies  in  sunstroke  cases  and  found  the 
venous  system  engorged — the  right  ventricle  dilated  with  contraction  of  the 
left  ventricle.  This  condition  is  not  normal,  and  it  is  only  fair  to  assume  that 
if  a  fatal  case  shows  this  condition  that  a  severe  case,  although  not  fatal,  and 
recurring  for  years,  would  show  a  similar  state  of  affairs.  The  point  is  techni¬ 
cal,  but.  I  believe,  based  on  fact.

Claimant  is  54  years  of  age,  and  evidence  filed  with  this  committee 
shows  that  she  is  in  dependent  circumstances  and  without  property 
or  other  means  for  her  support.  The  committee  deem  it  but  a 
reasonable  conclusion  that  soldier’s  death  was  indirectly  due  to  dis¬ 
ability  incurred  in  the  service  and  are  willing  to  give  the  widow  the 
benefit  of  this  conclusion.  They  therefore  report  the  bill  favorably 
with  recommendation  for  pension  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  1208.  Edwin  R.  Gibson,  of  Mason  City,  Iowa,  served  as  a  private 
and  corporal  in  Company  C,  Thirty-second  United  States  Volunteer 
Infantry,  in  the  War  with  Spain.  It  appears  from  the  records  of  the 
War  Department  that  he  enlisted  July  27,  1899,  and  was  honorably 
discharged  and  mustered  out  May  8,  1901;  also  that  he  was  treated 
from  August  9,  10,  and  11  to  15,  1899,  for  vaccinia ;  November  30  to 
December  3  and  December  13  to  15,  1899,  for  malarial  fever;  March 
2  to  12,  1900,  for  measles  and  malarial  fever;  April  2  to  7,  1900,  for 
malarial  fever;  and  May  6  to  25,  1900,  for  malarial  fever,  all  in  line 
of  duty.  Certificate  of  examination  preliminary  to  discharge  has 
been  lost  or  mislaid. 

Soldier’s  claim  for  pension,  which  was  first  filed  June  2,  1903,  is 
based  on  rheumatism  and  malarial  poisoning,  contracted,  so  he  stated, 
while  doing  duty  in  the-  Philippine  Islands.  The  claim  was  finally 
rejected  in  September,  1914,  on  the  ground  that  rheumatism  was  not 
shown  to  have  been  of  service  origin  and  on  the  ground  of  no  ratable 
degree  of  disability  from  malarial  poisoning  since  date  of  filing 
application. 
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Claimant,  who  is  38  years  of  age,  was  first  medically  examined 
August  5,  1903,  when  he  was  rated  $6  for  severe  sciatica,  $8  for  tu¬ 
berculosis,  and  $4  for  tropic  skin  disease.  On  his  second  examina¬ 
tion,  June  21,  1905,  he  was  rated  $8  on  rheumatism,  $4  on  malarial 
poisoning,  and  $8  on  lung  disease.  The  last  board  of  surgeons  before 
whom  claimant  was  examined,  July  1,  1914,  reported  in  part  as 
follows : 

Because  of  malarial  poisoning  and  osteomyelitis  of  left  femur,  probably  due 
to  typhoid  infection,  causing  almost  total  disability  of  left  limb,  we  recommend 
a  rate  of  17/18. 

On  October  3,  1904,  Frank  Wolf  made  two  affidavits,  one  that 
claimant  was  sick  with  malarial  fever  in  the  Philippines  and  that 
he  had  an  attack  of  rheumatism  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  brought 
on  by  exposure  while  in  the  line  of  duty.  On  October  29,  1904, 
claimant  made  affidavit  that  he  was  unable  to  give  evidence  of 
surgeon  or  hospital  steward  of  his  regiment.  On  October  29,  1904, 
Dr.  W.  C.  Burd  made  affidavit  that  he  treated  this  claimant  for 
rheumatism  in  the  month  of  October,  1902,  and  found  him  suffering 
very  severely  from  that  complaint;  that  he  understood  that  it  was 
contracted  from  exposure  in  the  Philippines  while  with  his  com¬ 
pany  and  regiment.  On  November  25,  1904,  Joseph  Moran  made 
affidavit  that  he  knew  the  claimant  well  while  a  resident  of  Clinton, 
Iowa  (1904),  and  knew  that  he  was  much  troubled  with  rheumatism 
and  was  unable  to  do  manual  labor.  On  November  29,  1904,  E. 
Hetzel  made  affidavit  that  claimant  was  in  his  employ  during  1903 
and  was  much  troubled  with  rheumatism  and  was  unable  to  do  any 
manual  labor  on  account  of  it.  Several  neighbors  testify  to  con¬ 
tinuance  of  rheumatism  from  1903  or  1904,  incapacitating  claimant 
for  manual  labor. 

Accompanying  the  bill  are  the  affidavits  of  two  physicians,  who 
state  that  they  find  that  claimant’s  left  thigh  measures  18|  inches  in 
circumference  and  his  left  knee  16J  inches;  that  his  right  thigh 
measures  20  inches  and  his  right  knee  14J  inches ;  that  his  hip  is  sore 
and  tender  and  painful  on  pressure;  that  his  general  health  is  not 
good  and  he  suffers  pain;  that  his  present  condition  of  health  is 
poor;  and  that  from  the  history  of  the  case  it  is  affiants’  judgment 
that  soldier’s  present  condition  is  the  result  of  malarial  poisoning 
following  attacks  of  malarial  fever  from  which  he  suffered  while  in 
service  in  the  Army  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 

Also  evidence  to  the  effect  that  soldier  is  poor;  that  his  home  is 
heavily  mortgaged;  and  that  he  has  a  wife  and  child  dependent 
upon  him  for  support. 

On  the  evidence  filed  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with 
recommendation  for  pension  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  1540.  Pichard  L.  Miller,  claimant,  was  captain  of  Company  L, 
Third  Pegiment  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry  in  the  War  with  Spain. 
He  organized  the  company,  was  enrolled  April  24,  1898,  and  was 
mustered  in  as  its  captain  May  13,  1898.  He  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  and  mustered  out  November  5,  1898. 

His  claim  for  pension,  which  was  first  filed  December  27,  1910,  is 
based  on  injury  to  right  hip,  back,  and  kidneys,  incurred,  so  he  states, 
at  Camp  Alger,  Va.,  in  the  fall  of  1898.  The  Commissioner  of  Pen- 
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sions  rejected  the  claim  on  the  ground  that  the  evidence  was  insuf¬ 
ficient  to  connect  the  disabilities  alleged  with  the  military  service. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  do  not  show  any  medical 
treatment  given  soldier  during  his  term  of  service.  On  his  examina- 
:  tion  preliminary  to  muster  out  he  stated  that  he  had  no  disability, 
and  the  surgeon  making  the  examination  certified  that  he  found  no 
disability.  Soldier  avers  that  he  was  extremely  desirous  of  reenter¬ 
ing  the  service,  and  hoped  to  obtain  a  commission  in  the  Regular 
Army,  on  which  account  he  wanted  nothing  to  appear  in  his  record 
'  which  would  militate  against'  his  appointment. 

There  is  abundant  evidence  that  soldier  was  sound  and  free  from 
r  disability  prior  to  service.  He  declares  that  after  a  dress  parade  in 
which  he  had  command  of  the  regiment,  when  he  had  reached  his 
tent,  his  heel  caught  in  the  rough  floor,  and  he  fell  heavily  against 
the  corner  of  his  cot.  injuring  his  right  hip  and  back  over  the  region 
of  the  right  kidney.  Two  witnesses  testified  before  a  special  exam- 
i  iner  of  the  Pension  Bureau  to  the  incurrence  of  the  injury,  and  Dr. 
John  Walker,  of  Lynchburg,  Va.,  testified  to  treating  soldier,  either 
while  on  furlough  or  immediately  after  discharge,  for  what  he  then 
thought  was  lumbago,  but  which  from  the  subsequent  history  of 
the  case  he  believed  to  be  a  disability  of  a  more  severe  and  perma¬ 
nent  character. 

Soldier’s  medical  examinations,  February  1.  1911,  March  13.  1911, 
i  and  April  11.  1913.  do  not  disclose  a  great  disability,  but  testimony 
I  of  physicians  is  to  the  effect  that  the  disability  is  of  such  a  character 
;  as  not  to  be  found  except  upon  the  most  searching  examination. 

The  evidence  shows  that  since  discharge  soldier  has  been  under  the 
observation  and  care  of  several  physicians,  including  Dr.  John 
Walker,  of  Lynchburg,  Va. ;  his  brother,  Dr.  Guy  Miller,  now  of 
!  Barboursville,  Va.;  Dr.  Joseph  A.  Thompson,  of  Hvattsville.  Md. ; 
I  and  Drs.  A.  R.  Shands,  W.  H.  Merrill,  D.  G.  Lewis,  C.  V.  Peltvs, 
|  Sterling  Ruffin,  and  John  Dunlop,  all  eminent  practitioners  of  this 
I  city. 

Dr.  Merrill  testified  that  he  made  X-ray  examinations  of  soldier’s 
right  hip  and  pelvis  in  or  about  1908  and  in  March,  1913 ;  that  on 
each  occasion  he  found  “  an  exostosis  above  the  anterior  superior 
spine  of  the  pelvis  and  an  increase  in  the  right  sacroiliac  joint  space.” 
Dr.  Pettys  examined  soldier  January  10,  1911,  and  stated  that  he 
found  him  suffering  from  rheumatic  pains,  anemia,  and  marked  ten¬ 
derness  over  the  right  lumbar  region;  that  in  his  opinion  soldier  was 
suffering  from  “  neurasthenia,  undoubtedly  due  to  the  result  of  his 
kidney  trouble.”  Drs.  Ruffin  and  Dunlop  examined  soldier  in  April 
and  May,  1912.  and  stated  that  in  their  opinion  there  is  a  relaxed 
and  partially  dislocated  condition  of  the  right  sacroiliac  joint,  and 
in  consequence  he  is  incapacitated  for  the  performance  of  manual 
labor.  Dr.  Guy  Miller  testified  that  in  his  judgment  soldier  has 
chronic  Bright’s  disease.  Dr.  Shands  testified  that  he  first  examined 
soldier  in  the  spring  of  1906,  and  found  soldier  suffering  from  a 
relaxed  condition  of  the  right  sacroiliac  joint,  accompanied  by 
marked  pain  and  muscular  spasm,  caused  by  passive  motion  of  both 
hip  and  lumbar  spine;  that  said  condition  practically  incapacitated 
him  for  any  kind  of  physical  labor;  that  upon  examination,  Febru¬ 
ary  28,  19i4,  he .  finds  that  the  above-described  condition  is  more

marked;  that  his  diagnosis  is  an  osteo-arthritis  of  the  right  hip  joint, 
with  the  strong  probability  that  the  same  condition  exists  in  the 
sacroiliac  joint;  that  soldier’s  present  condition  incapacitates  him 
totally  for  manual  labor;  that  affiant  regards  it  as  highly  probable 
that  the  trouble  is  of  traumatic  origin.  Continuance  of  disability  is 
also  shown  by  the  evidence  of  neighbors  and  friends,  and  it  is  the 
consensus  of  opinion  that  it  is  due  to  the  military  service  and  wholly 
disables  soldier  for  manual  labor. 

Soldier  is  65  years  old,  and,  as  the  evidence  shows,  broken  in  health 
and  dependent  upon  his  wife  for  support.  In  connection  with  the 
bill  he  submits  the  following  statement  : 

1884  Ingleside  Terrace, 
Washington ,  D.  C.,  June  24,  1914. 

Dear  Senator  Martin:  I  am  giving  you  a  brief  history  of  my  pension  case 
and  am  explaining  discrepancies  and  contradictions  as  well  as  I  can. 

In  1898,  just  before  we  were  ordered  to  Richmond  to  be  mustered  out  of  the 
service,  I  being  captain  of  Company  L,  I  entered  my  tent  after  dress  parade, 
unbuckled  by  sword  belt,  and  started  to  hang  it  up. 

My  sergeant,  Alvin  Scruggs,  spoke  to  me  from  the  entrance  of  the  tent.  I 
turned  suddenly  to  answer  him.  The  flooring  of  the  tent  was  of  uneven,  rough 
lumber,  and  in  turning  suddenly  my  heel  struck  against  a  plank  thicker  than  the 
others,  and,  tripping  with  my  sword  between  my  legs,  I  lost  my  balance  and  fell 
heavily  against  the  corner  of  my  cot,  striking  my  hip  and  back. 

Corpl.  Saunders  was  passing,  and  was  ordered  to  bring  Dr.  Camm  from  the 
hospital.  The  corporal's  brother  was  visiting  him  at  the  camp,  and  he  accom¬ 
panied  the  corporal  going  for  and  returning  with  Dr.  Camm.  In  making  an 
examination  of  me  the  doctor  stated  that  it  was  not  a  permanent  hurt. 

He  stripped  my  back  and  hip  with  adhesive  plaster,  stating  that  I  would  be 
all  right  in  a  few  days  if  I  would  remain  quiet. 

There  were  present  in  the  tent  at  the  time  my  first  lieutenant,  John  Clark; 
first  sergeant,  Alvin  Scruggs;  the  two  Saunders  boys,  and  a  civilian  visiting  the 
camp,  Mr.  W.  S.  Duckett,  who  was  present  when  I  fell  and  assisted  in  helping 
me  to  my  cot.  I  had  never  met  turn  before  and  after  the  accident  I  could  not 
recall  his  name  and  did  lfot  meet  him  again  for  two  or  three  years.  Several 
years  later  I  rented  a  room  and  boarded  in  the  same  house  with  him  (the 
property  of  his  father),  and  he  recognized  me  and  spoke  of  the  incident  at 
Canq)  Alger.  I  remarked  that  I  was  delighted  to  meet  him  again,  as  I  thought 
his  testimony  would  aid  me  greatly  in  my  efforts  to  secure  a  pension.  I  asked 
him  if  he  would  certify  to  what  he  witnessed  in  my  tent  and  he  promptly 
agreed  to  do  so,  and  did.  See  his  affidavit  among  my  papers.  My  lieutenant 
relieved  me  of  most  ofmiy  duties  after  the  accident  for  a  few  days,  and  in  a 
few  days  we  were  ordered  to  Richmond  to  be  mustered  out. 

At  my  request,  I  having  in  view  the  securing  of  a  commission  in  the  new 
regiments  then  being  formed,  requested  Dr.  Camm  to  say  as  little  as  possible 
about  my  hurt  as  he  treated  it  so  lightly  and  stated  it  would  not  be  a  perma¬ 
nent  injury,  in  his  opinion.  When  I  went  before  the  surgeon  in  Richmond  he 
asked  me  a  few  questions  about  my  health,  and  made  no  physical  examination 
of  me  except  to  examine  my  heart  action  with  a  stethoscope.  I  volunteered 
no  information  about  my  fall,  as  I  had  been  told  by  the  camp  physician  that  the 
injury  would  not  be  permanent. 

The  surroundings  at  Camp  Alger  were  very  insanitary,  which  led  me  to 
believe  that  I  might  have  had  kidney  trouble,  as  I  had  constant  pain  through 
my  back  in  the  region  of  the  kidneys.  As  soon  as  1  was  mustered  out  I  went 
to  Lynchburg,  my  old  home,  and  consulted  Dr.  John  Walker,  the  son  of  our 
famiiy  physician,  who  had  died  while  I  was  in  the  service.  He  examined  my 
urine  and  back;  he  said  that  there  were  traces  of  diseased  kidneys  in  a  mild 
form,  but  he  did  think  the  back  was  seriously  affected  by  the  fall.  I  then  came 
on  to  Washington  and  consulted  Dr.  Shands,  who  is  a  noted  surgeon-physician 
here.  He  stated  that  he  could  find  no  evidence  of  kidney  trouble,  but  that  he 
did  find  injury  to  the  back  and  hip. 

He  plastered  me  up  with  adhesive  plaster.  Finding  no  relief,  I  consulted 
several  other  doctors,  among  them  Drs.  Ruffin  and  Dunlop  and  others.  See 
their  affidavits. 
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Af  the  suggestion  of  a  friend  I  liad  Dr.  Merrill  make  an  X-ray  photograph 
of  *mv  back  and  hip.  He  at  once  stated  that  my  back  was  badly  injured.  l\\o 
or  three  years  after  I  had  another  X-ray  photograph  taken  by  him  showing 
mo  nondition  of  affairs  and  no  improvement. 

ih\t  Dr  Dunlop’s’ suggestion  last  year  I  had  another  X-ray  photograph  taken 
in  his  office  hr  an  expel  t.  He  confirmed  Dr.  Merrill’s  diagnosis,  but  tor. years 
hefore  I  had  these  photographs  taken  I  was  under  treatment  by  m\  In  other.. 

Dr  Guv  MiUer,  of6 Watsonville.  Cal.,  a  specialist  in  Bright’s  disease.  1  made* 
Sm  samples  of  my  urine  monthly  for  a  year  or  two.  Each  time  he  reported, 
clear  evidences  of  Bright’s  disease,  laying  all  blame  for  my  trouble  to  di^ 
p-i«ed  kidneys  and  not  to  the  injury  to  back,  saying  that  possibly  the  blow  a 
insani ta recondition  of  the  camp  was  the  cause  of  my  diseased  kidneys,  and 
advised  me  if  I  applied  for  a  pension  to  do  it  on  the  ground  ot  Ei.ght  s  <1  s- 
ease  ^  that  could1  be  easily  proved  and  the  other  could  not.  He  had  not  then 
’  tl  |()\.  years  I  heeded  his  advice,  contrary  to  the  advice  given  me  by

The  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for 
pension  at  $30  per  month. 
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S.  1863.  Patrick  P.  Finnerin,  of  Soldiers’  Home,  Orting,  Wash., 
the  claimant  in  this  case,  enlisted  June  22,  1898,  as  a  private  in  Com¬ 
pany  D,  First  Regiment  United  States  Volunteer  Engineers,  War 
with  Spam,  and  was  honorably  mustered  out  January  25,  1899.  He 
again  enlisted,  February  8, 1899,  in  Company  G,  Ninth  United  States 
Infantry,  and  was  discharged  June  9,  1900,  on  account  of  disability 
from  flat  feet  (pes  planus)  u  in  line  of  duty.” 

His  claim  for  pension,  which  was  first  filed  July  10,  1900,  is  based 
on  lame  feet  and  weak  ankles,  disease  of  lungs,  chills  and  fever,  and 
diarrhea,  incurred,  so  he  stated,  while  doing  duty  in  the  Philippine 
Islands.  The  claim  for  disease  of  lungs,  chills  and  fever,  and  diar¬ 
rhea  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  a  ratable  degree  of  disability 
from  those  causes  was  not  shown  from  date  of  filing  application. 
The  claim  for  lame  feet  and  weak  ankles  was  rejected  on  the  ground 
that  the  same  was  not  due  to  the  military  service  but  existed  prior  to 
enlistment. 


This  claimant  was  carefully  examined  and  admitted  to  the  service 
as  qualified  for  duty  twice.  He  served  in  all  nearly  two  years.  But 
One  witness  testified  that  he  had  flat  feet  before  enlistment  and  two 
Others  testified  vaguely  that  he  had  some  peculiarity  of  walk.  On 
the  other  hand,  10  witnesses  testified  that  claimant  was  sound  and 
free  from  disability  before  service  and  was  a  quick,  active  man.  The 
records  show  that  the  trouble  with  his  feet  was  first  noticed  in 
March,  1900,  and  claimant  positively  maintains  that  the  trouble  did 
not  exist  before  enlistment,  but  came  on  after  a  year’s  service  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  following  a  long  and  hard  march.  There  are 
numerous  medical  authorities  that  the  disability  can  be  so  acquired. 

.  Claimant  was  last  medically  examined  April  3,  1912,  by  the  Pen¬ 
sion  Bureau  board  at  Tacoma,  Wash.,  who  rated  the  disability  from 
flat  feet  at  twelve-eighteenths,  or  $12. 

Medical  evidence  accompanying  the  bill  shows  that  the  arches  of 
soldier’s  feet  are  broken  down  to  such  an  extent  that  locomotion  is 
performed  with  difficulty  and  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  do  any 
labor  requiring  him  to  stand ;  that  he  also  has  a  bronchial  irritation 
with  cough  which  interferes  with  his  rest  at  night:  that  his  heart  is 
irregular;  that  he  has  pains  throughout  the  right  side,  with  loss  of 
power  in  right  arm;  and  that  his  general  condition  prevents  him 
Irom  labor. 


Claimant  is  48  years  of  age  and  financially  poor,  the  evidence 
showing  that  he  has  no  means  of  support  of  any  kind.  The  pre¬ 
ponderance  of  record  and  other  evidence  is  that  the  service  is  largely, 
if  not  wholly,  responsible  for  the  disability,  and  the  committee 
report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  pension  at  $12 
per  month. 


S.  2436.  Fritz  Hedlund  enlisted  in  the  Regular  Army,  in  Battery 
F,  Second  United  States  Artillery,  September  18,  1882,  and  was  dis¬ 
charged  September  IT,  1887.  Fie  again  enlisted  October  IT,  188T, 
and  was  in  the  service  continuously  to  December  26,  1898,  when  he 
was  finally  discharged  by  way  of  favor.  During  service  he  bore  the 
rank  of  private,  corporal,  sergeant,  and  first  sergeant. 

He  filed  an  application  for  pension  at  the  Pension  Bureau  March 
13,  1899,  declaring  that  in  line  of  duty  near  Caney,  Cuba,  about 
August  5,  1898,  he  contracted  malarial  fever,  dysentery,  bleeding 
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•om  the  bowels,  with  vomiting  and  diarrhea,  the  cause  being  the 
ck  of  nourishing  food,  together  with  exposure  to  the  tropical  sun 
id  heavy  rain.  The  Commissioner  of  Pensions  rejected  the  claim 
ecember  IT,  1900,  on  the  ground  that  a  ratable  degree  of  disability 
•om  the  causes  alleged  had  not  been  shown  from  date  of  filing 
iplication.  Reopening  was  denied  on  additional  evidence  in  Au- 
ist,  1901,  and  April,  1913. 

The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  treat- 
ent  of  soldier  in  service  as  follows :

turned  to  duty ;  August  16  to  26,  1898,  acute  dysentery,  in  line  of  duty,  re- 
rned  to  duty.  Nothing  additional  found. 

The  records  further  show  that  soldier,  under  date  of  April  12, 
>98,  made  application  for  a  furlough  for  4  months  and  10  days,  to 
ke  effect  after  his  reenlistment  if  his  service  could  be  spared,  with 
irmission  to  leave  the  United  States;  this  application  was  approved 
t  the  War  Department  April  20,  1898,  and  the  rolls  show  that  he 
ft  his  command  on  said  furlough  August  27,  1898.  While  absent 
l  furlough  and  under  date  of  November  30,  1898,  being  then  in 
assachusetts,  he  applied  for  his  discharge  by  way  of  favor,  having 
l  opportunity  to  better  himself  in  civil  life.  His  application  was 
>proved,  and  he  was  discharged  December  26,  1898,  as  before  stated. 
Ernest  Hinds,  first  lieutenant,  testified  May  4,  1899,  that  soldier 
rved  under  his  command  in  the  Santiago  campaign  from  July  2 
August  27,  1898 ;  that  during  the  greater  part  of  this  time  soldier 
is  suffering  from  dysentery  or  severe  diarrhea,  and  affiant  con  sid¬ 
ed  him  dangerously  ill  when  he  left  the  battery  at  Mont  auk  Point, 
ugust  27,  1898,  on  four  months’  furlough. 

Dr.  Henry  A.  Wood  testified,  January  10,  1913,  that  he  first  saw 
Idier  September  15,  1898,  while  on  furlough ;  that  soldier  was  then 
offering  from  chronic  diarrhea  and  malaria;  that  he  was  under  affi- 
it’s  care  for  the  three  following  months,  part  of  the  time  confined 
bed  with  severe  malarial  chills  and  fever,  and  a  very  intractable 
rm  of  diarrhea ;  that  at  the  expiration  of  his  furlough  soldier  was 
tally  unable  to  do  military  duty,  owing  to  his  weak  condition  and 
irsistent  diarrhea  ;  that  since  1899  soldier  has  been  subject  to  attacks 
|  diarrhea  at  frequent  intervals,  lasting  about  a  week,  and  the  bow- 
13  under  natural  conditions  move  three  or  four  times  a  day;  that 
Lring  these  years  soldier  has  been  able  to  follow  sedentary  occu- 
iions  only,  and  works  at  the  bench  of  the  Waltham  Watch  Co. 
William  H.  Hancock  testified,  December  5,  1912,  that  he  has  known 
Idier  since  Ma*y  1,  1899;  that  soldier  was  then  in  extremely  poor 
Lvsical  condition,  and  suffered  from  vomiting  and  bowel  trouble; 
at  in  the  years  since  1899  affiant  has  observed  soldier’s  poor  pliys- 
il  condition — his  absence  occasionally  from  work  by  reason  of 
(ness  and  his  general  appearance  of  a  sick  man,  not  a  robust,  active 
fin ;  that  affiant  has  observed  malarial  symptoms  and  knows  person- 
ly  of  his  bowel  troubles. 

^Herbert  C.  Landers  testified,  December  5,  1912,  that  he  has  known 
Bldier  since  1903,  and  observed  his  physical  condition  and  that  he 
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was  unable  to  do  hard  work;  noticed  that  soldier  was  occasionally 
absent  from  illness  and  often  worked  when  he  should  have  been  at 
home;  that  soldier  is  not  a  well  man  and  is  only  capable  of  light 

bench  work. 

Dr.  Conrad  Bell  testified,  November  4,  1912,  that  he  first  saw. 
soldier  two  years  ago  when  he  was  suffering  from  frequent  attacks 
of  diarrhea ;  that  soldier  has  marked  arteriosclerosis  and  palpitation, 
and  is  weak  and  can  not  do  hard  work;  that  soldier  is  still  troubled 
with  symptoms  of  malaria,  and  affiant  has  been  treating  him  and  is 
now  treating  him  for  malaria,  diarrhea,  myocarditis,  and  arteno- 

SC^So<ldier,  who  is  52  years  of  age,  was  examined  May  10.  1900,  b| 
a  full  board  of  surgeons,  who  reported  in  part  as  follows :

S.  2905.  Charles  S.  Allen,  the  claimant,  enlisted  in  the  Regula 
Army  July  24,  1888.  in  Troop  I.  Ninth  United  States  Cavalry,  an 
was  honorably  discharged  October  23,  1891.

The  records  show  that  claimant  was  detached  from  Troop  H  to 
srve  with  Troop  M,  Tenth  Cavalry,  in  Cuba  from  June  6,  1898,  to 
eptember  15,  1898,  and  that  he  was  operated  on  for  hernia  in  hos- 
ital  at  Manila  in  February,  1902. 

Claimant’s  medical  examinations  by  Pension  Bureau  surgeons  on 
ebruary  10,  1904,  and  October  21,  1908,  show  an  inguinal  hernia  of 

!ght  side,  for  which  a  rating  in  each  instance  of  ten-eighteenths  was 
commended. 

The  hospital  records  show  treatment  for  venereal  disease,  as  well  as 
>r  the  other  diseases  referred  to  above  as  being  matters  of  record, 
nt  the  boards  of  surgeons  state  that  they  did  not  find  in  their  ex- 
minations  any  evidence  of  vicious  habits,  and  the  medical  authori- 
es  of  the  Pension  Bureau  state  there  is  no  connection  between 
icious  habits  and  the  hernia. 

I  Claimant  is  about  48  years  of  age  and  very  poor.  In  the  judgment 
the  committee  the  service  and  disability  shown  in  this  case  merit 
pension  of  $10  per  month,  which  is  the  schedule  rate  fixed  by  the 
fusion  Bureau  for  a  single  and  complete  hernia. 


S.  4207.  Maggie  Norment,  of  Lumberton,  N.  C.,  is  the  widow  of 
ichard  M.  Norment,  late  private  in  Battery  I,  Third  Regiment 
Jnited  States  Artillery,  who  served  in  the  Mexican  TV  ar  from 
larch  5,  1847,  to  August  15,  1848,  when  honorably  discharged.  Sol- 
ier  was  originally  pensioned  under  the  Mexican  IVar  sei”\  ice  act  of 
anuary  29,  1887,  at  $8  per  month;  this  was  subsequently  increased 
1  $12,  then  to  $20,  and  finally  to  $30.  He  died  July  30.  1912,  at 
he  ripe  old  age  of  83  years. 

The  widow  was  married  to  the  soldier  December  22,  1886.  Her 
pplication  for  pension  under  the  act  of  January  29,  1887,  was  re¬ 
acted  on  the  ground  that  she  is  not  in  dependent  circumstances 
Tithin  the  meaning  of  that  law.  She  is  over  47  years  of  age,  having 
een  born  April  13, 1867.  When  she  is  62  years  of  age  ghe  will  under 
be  lawT  be  entitled  to  pension  regardless  of  her  financial  worth. 

It  is  shown  by  the  evidence  filed  with  the  committee  that  cl  a  hu¬ 
nt’s  only  income  or  means  of  support  is  derived  from  a  tract  of  land 
a  Dillon  County,  S.  C.,  which  she  inherited  from  her  father;  that 
here  is  only  a  small  portion  of  said  land  cleared  and  in  cultivation; 
hat  the  highest  income  she  has  been  able  to  obtain  from  said  land  is 
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$125  a  year,  which,  after  payment  of  taxes  and  repairs  and  other 
necessary  charges,  is  reduced  to  less  than  $75  per  year. 

The  testimony  further  shows  that  claimant’s  health  is  very  bad 
that  she  is  feeble  and  delicate,  having  been  sick  in  bed  a  great  part  o: 
this  year,  and  is  physically  unable  to  pursue  any  line  of  work  t< 
obtain  the  necessary  means  for  her  support;  that  her  imp  air  ec 
health  is  due  in  great  part  to  her  untiring  and  faithful  service  to  hei 
soldier  husband  during  the  last  two  years  of  his  life,  when  he  wa; 
almost  helpless ;  and  that  she  is  as  a  fact  in  needy  circumstances  anc 
in  need  of  relief. 

Upon  the  evidence  filed  the  committee  have  but  little  doubt  o 
the  dependent  circumstances  of  the  widow,  and  so  report  the  bil 
favorably,  with  recommendation  for  pension  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  4329.  William  R.  Faulkner  is  53  years  of  age  and  is  in  th 
Soldiers’  Home  at  Hampton,  Va.  He  served  in  the  War  wit; 
Spain,  from  June  15,  1898,  to  March  10,  1899,  as  a  private  in  Com 
pany  I,  First  Regiment  North  Carolina  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  wa 

honorably  discharged.  '  . 

His  claim  for  pension,  which  was  first  filed  April  22,  1899,  is  base 
on  typhoid  fever  and  resulting  loss  of  memory,  loss  of  use  of  fee 
and  legs,  heart  trouble,  diarrhea,  and  indigestion.  The  claim  wa 
rejected  on  the  ground  of  no  ratable  degree  of  disability  from  loss  c 
use  of  feet  and  legs,  impairment  of  mind  and  memory,  heart  diseast 
and  diarrhea,  and  on  the  ground  of  no  satisfactory  evidence  to  sho^ 
continuance  of  indigestion  from  date  of  discharge. 

The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  tha 
soldier  was  treated  from  August  13  to  15,  1898,  for  acute  indigestioi 
and  from  September  14  to  17,  1898,  for  acute  diarrhea.  The  recorc 
further  show  that  he  was  ill  and  under  treatment  in  hospital  fc 
typhoid  fever  for  over  five  months  from  September  28,  1898,  to  tl 
date  of  discharge.

Abundant  test 
mony  is  filed  in  the  case  to  the  effect  that  soldier  returned  home  f roi 
the  Army  in  poor  health  and  has  complained  of  and  suffered  froi 
stiffness  "of  legs  and  feet,  impairment  of  memory,  heart  troubl 
shortness  of  breath,  diarrhea,  and  indigestion  since  his  discharg 
Numerous  witnesses  testify  that  he  has  been  broken,  mentally  an 
physically,  since  his  sickness  from  typhoid  fever  in  the  Army,  an 
has  never  been  the  same  man  he  was  before  enlistment  and  has  bee 
one-half  to  three-fourths  disabled  for  work. 

Claimant  was  last  medically  examined  September  16,  1908,  ar 
the  report  thereof  is  in  part  as  follows: 


Indigestion—  The  applicant  lias  indigestion  at  this  time.  There  is  fullness 
the  stomach,  epigastrium  prominent,  tenderness  at  epigastrium,  eructation 
eras  after  meals,  tongue  coated  at  base  but  clean  and  red  m  center  and  at 
and  sides,  pulse  rather  feeble,  and  the  applicant  seems  depressed  m  spirits.  ri 
muscles  were  soft,  skin  harsh  and  dry,  and  he  alleged  loss  of  flesh.  I  belie 
him  to  have  chronic  indigestion.  Rating,  8/18. 
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Disease  of  heart. — This  organ  is  sound.  There  are  no  murmurs,  enlargement, 
»r  dilatation.  It  is  too  frequent  in  action  on  standing  and  after  exercise,  but  I 
hink  this  due  to  indigestion. 

General  mental  and  physical  condition. — The  applicant  looks  older  than  his 
ge,  has  stooped  shoulders  (which  he  says  is  a  family  trait),  muscles  soft  and 
ather  flabby,  but  hands  show  that  he  does  some  manual  labor.  Adipose  tissue 
3  plentiful,  but  everything  about  him  seems  relaxed  and  he  looks  weak.  I  be- 
ieve  his  trouble  to  be  due  to  his  indigestion.  His  mental  condition  at  this  time 
eems  in  no  way  impaired.  He  talks  well,  his  ideas  are  connected,  and  memory 
or  words  good. 

The  following  letters  from  soldier’s  officers  and  comrades  ad¬ 
dressed  to  Senator  Overman,  who  introduced  the  bill  in  the  soldier’s 
behalf,  are  of  interest  in  the  case :

.ear  Fort  Monroe.  He  was  later  discharged;  I  can  not  recall  what  month.  He 
ame  to  Durham  and  seemed  to  me  a  complete  wreck.  His  mind  seemed  to  be 
impaired,  and  there  seemed  to  be  something  wrong  with  his  legs.  He  has  not 
ince  been  able  to  follow  his  trade,  that  of  carpenter,  or  do  any  manual  labor, 
le  has  had  to  go  to  the  county  home  of  Orange  County,  and  also  the  home  of 
)urham  County.  He  has  no  means  of  support.  He  w’as  some  months  ago 
llowed  to  enter  the  National  Soldiers’  Home,  near  Hampton,  Va.  I  have  had 
ccasion  to  see  right  much  of  him  since  his  service  and  he  seems  to  grow  worse 
nd  worse.  I  feel,  sir,  that  he  is  as  much  entitled  to  a  pension  as  any  man  that 
nlisted  in  that  service.  I  and  all  others  that  know  this  man’s  true  condition 
yould  much  appreciate  any  effort  that  you  might  put  forth  in  his  behalf.

R.  Faulkner,  who  served  as  private  in  Company  I,  First  North  Carolina 
Volunteer  Infantry,  which  company  I  had  the  honor  to  command  as  captain 
n  the  Spanish-American  War. 

*  Mr.  Gattis  has  interested  himself  in  getting  Faulkner  a  pension. 

!  Mr.  Faulkner  was  recruited  after  we  had  been  mustered  in,  and  was  sent 
o  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and  assigned  to  my  company.  He  had  passed  the  required 
)hysical  examination  and,  in  my  judgment,  was  a  robust  fellow  of  average 
nental  capacity,  and  for  several  months  afterwards,  as  long  as  I  remained 
vith  the  company,  he  attended  to  all  of  his  military  duties  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

After  I  was  assigned  to  brigade  duty  as  engineer  officer  Faulkner  was  taken 
.  vith  typhoid  fever  and  sent  to  the  field  hospital.  I  visited  him  a  few  times 
tnd  found  him  quite  sick.  Faulkner  was  then  transferred  from  the  field  hospi- 
al,  and  I  lost  sight  of  him  until  some  time,  perhaps  a  year  or  more,  after 
,he  war,  when  he  turned  up  in  Durham.  N.  C.,  a  mental  and  physical  wreck, 
i  An  effort  was  then  made  by  members  of  Company  I  and  myself  to  procure 
■i  pension  for  him,  which  we  think  he  is  justly  entitled  to.  A  history  of  his 
•case,  as  far  as  we  could  procure  it,  after  he  was  sent  to  the  Government 
,  lospital  was  sent  in  with  proper  recommendations,  and  I  believe  a  pension 
vould  have  been  granted  him  but  for  the  fact  that  in  his  unbalanced  and 
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irresponsible  mental  condition  be  got  an  idea  that  be  must  help  the  mattes': 
along,  and,  as  I  understand,  wrote  tbe  department  some  letters  contradicting 
tbe  statements  made  by  bis  friends  in  bis  behalf,  wbicb  X  feel  lost  bim  bii  | 
justly  deserved  reward  and  embarrassed  bis  would-be  benefactors. 

I  bave  not  attempted  any  detailed  bistory  of  bis  case,  as  it  could  be  but  fro#  I 
memory,  and  a  correct  bistory  can  be  found  on  recoxd  in  Washington.

Dear  Sir:  Mr.  S.  M.  Gattis,  of  Hillsboro,  N.  C,,  has  been  trying  for  quit 
awhile  to  get  a  pension  for  W.  R.  Faulkner,  a  private  of  Company  I,  First  Nort 
Carolina  Volunteers,  in  tbe  Spanish- American  War,  but  for  some  reason  whic 
we  bave  never  quite  been  able  to  locate  be  up  to  this  time  has  failed.  As  tbei 
has  been  some  recent  movement  on  foot  to  pension  these  men,  Mr.  Gattis  ka 
requested  me  to  write  you  briefly  the  history  of  this  case  as  I  remember  it  an 
let  you  see  if  you  can’t  either  bave  tbe  case  reopened  by  tbe  Pension  Departmer 
or  else  start  some  new  proceedings  by  wbicb  tbe  fellow  may  get  tbe  pension  l 

deserves. 

I  am  unable  to  give  dates,  as  I  write  entirely  from  memory.  1  was  a  memjt 
of  tbe  recruiting  party  wbicb  enlisted  W.  R.  Faulkner  some  time  in  the  suinirn 
of  1898,  during  the  Spanish-American  War.  I11  fact,  I  personally  enlisted  hir 
and  so  far  as  I  could  tell  at  that  time  be  was  sound  and  in  good  health,  and  tl 
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sent  to  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  soon  after  bis  enlistment  and  assigned  to  Company 
First  North  Carolina  Volunteers,  where  I  found  bim  upon  my  return  to  11 
command  some  time  in  tbe  late  summer  or  early  fall :  and,  so  far  as  I  was  ab 
to  judge  at  that  time,  be  was  in  good  health  and  able  to  attend  to  all  bis  dutie 
which,  so  far  as  I  know,  be  did. 

I  saw  bim  occasionally,  but  can’t  say  that  I  noticed  bim  particularly  uni 
one  day  I  missed  bim  and  inquired  about  bim  and  some  of  tbe  men  report* 
that  he  was  in  tbe  hospital  and  they  feared  be  bad  typhoid  fever.  I  didn’t  \ 
to  tbe  hospital  to  see  bim,  and  soon  after  this  our  regiment  was  transferred 
Savannah,  Ga.,  where  I  bad  to  go  to  tbe  hospital  with  fever,  and  from  the 
was  sent  home  on  sick  furlough  and  never  joined  my  command  any  more,  b 
was  mustered  out  here  in  Durham. 

I  didn’t  see  Faulkner  again  until  some  two  years,  or  perhaps  more,  after  tJ 
mustering  out,  when  I  met  bim  on  the  street  here,  and  be  was  quite  a  differe 

man  in  physical  appearance.  .  . 

During  the  conversation  be  told  me  that  be  bad  been  sent  from  the  Army  he 
pital  in  Jasksonville  to  some  hospital  in  Virginia— I  have  forgotten  the  name 
and  had  stayed  there  quite  awhile,  but  was  finally  discharged  from  theiew 
“  well  ”  but  that  be  was  not  able  to  do  a  day’s  work;  could  not  work  over  L 
tbe  time,  if  I  remember  correctly,  and  I  do  know  that  a  small  contractor  of  tt 
place  hired  bim  and  put  bim  off  after  a  very  short  while ;  tbe  contractor  s_ai 
“because  be  was  physically  unable  to  work.”  Since  then  be  has  done  o  jo 
occasionally,  but  has  been  in  tbe  county  home  of  Orange  County  a  good  part 

tbe  time,  and  I  am  not  sure  where  be  is  just  now. 

This  man  has  been  trying  to  get  a  pension  for  about  10  years  and 
assuredly  deserves  one,  but  be  got  started  wrong  and  does  not  seem  to  be  at 
L  locaJe  and  correct  bi’s  trouble.  There  really  seems  to  be  so  ar ’as  I  can  lem 
some  bitch  in  bis  record,  just  what  X  am  unable  to  say  and  if  you  could  ha 
the  matter  opened  up  and  gone  into  again  something  might  be  done  or  •sometbi 
might  be  done  by  special  act.  You  will  know  better  bow  this  should  be  band  * 
Personally,  all  1  care  for  is  to  see  the  fellow  get^  tbe  pension  I  believe  be  ( 
serves;  tbe  ways  and  means  are  entirely  immaterial.

There  is  evidently  sufficient  grounds  to  believe  that  soldier  is  dis¬ 
abled  as  a  result  of  disease  contracted  in  the  service  and  line  of  duty, 
and  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation 
for  pension  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  4389.  F.  Isabelle  Lawrance,  of  Washington.  D.  C.,  is  the  widow 
)f  the  late  Capt.  James  P.  S.  Lawrance.  United  States  Navy,  retired. 

James  P.  S.  Lawrance  was  born  at  Philadelphia,  Pa^,  in  August, 
1852,  He  was  appointed  an  assistant  engineer  in  the  LTiited  States 
Navy  March  22,  1875,  and  was  in  the  service  continuously  to  June  30, 
1905,  when  he  was  placed  on  the  retired  list.  He  was  made  com¬ 
mander  October  11,  1903,  and  was  advanced  to  the  grade  of  captain 
on  the  retired  list  from  June  30,  1905,  under  act  of  Congress  ap¬ 
proved  March  4,  1911.  His  last  active  duty  was  as  inspector  of  ma¬ 
chinery  and  engineering  material.  During  the  War  with  Spain  he 
rendered  arduous  service  on  the  gunboat  Wilmington.  He  rendered 
active  service  as  an  officer  in  the  Navy  for  over  30  years. 

Capt.  Lawrance  died  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  January  16,  1912,  of 
apoplexy,  induced  by  chronic  Bright's  disease.  The  claim  of  the 
widow  for  pension  filed  under  the  general  law  was  rejected  for  the 
reason  that  the  medical  authorities  at  the  Pension  Bureau  were  not 
satisfied  that  the  officer's  death  was  due  to  his  active  service  in  the 
Navy. 

It  is  in  evidence  that  Capt.  Lawrance  suffered  a  very  severe  nervous 
breakdown  early,  in  1899,  partly  caused  by  excessive  mental  strain 
and  continuous  service  in  the  War  with  Spain,  and  subsequently  in 
South  American  waters.  It  is  also  shown  by  the  evidence  that  he  had 
two  serious  attacks  of  illness  from  Bright  s  disease — one  in  December, 
1907,  and  the  other  in  December,  1910. 

Accompanying  the  bill  is  medical  evidence,  as  follows : 

Washington,  D.  C.,  May  23,  191Jf. 

I  hereby  certify  that  I  saw  Capt.  J.  P.  S.  Lawrance  in  December.  1907,  suffering 
from  acute  nephritis  and  uremic  poisoning,  and  again  in  another  attack  in 
December,  1910.  It  is  my  opinion  that  these  attacks  were  exacerbations  of  an 
old  chronic  nephritis,  which  persisted  until  death  came  from  apoplexy  as  a 
natural  result  of  the  nephritis  and  high  blood  pressure.

He  was  at  that  time  a  verj 
active  man,  able  to  withstand  a  great  deal  of  physical  work  and  mental  strain 
Before  the  Spanish  War  I  always  considered  him  a  very  good  physical  anc 
mental  specimen;  he  enjoyed  his  work,  worked  hard,  in  the  seivice  of  thf 

United  States,  and  seemed  to  stand  it  well.  t  ,  .  ,  , .  . 

Second.  During  the  course  of  the  Spanish-American  War  he  had  an  attacl 
of  nervous  prostration,  which,  judging  from  its  after  effects,  must  have  beer 
yerv  severe. 

Third  After  the  Spanish-American  War  he  was  a  totally  different  man 
unable  to  withstand  physical  work  that  formerly  he  would  have  withstooc 
easily,  and  unable  to  concentrate  his  mind  on  his  work  in  the  clear  and  precis< 
way  that  had  been  his  former  habit.  At  some  time  in  the  period  following  th< 
Spanish-American  War  Bright’s  disease  manifested  itself,  and,  while  X  ne\ei 
at  any  time  examined  him,  he  certainly  presented  every  appearance  of  it  anc 
of  very  high  blood  pressure.  To  my  mind  the  difference  in  him,  both  physically 
and  mentally,  before  the  Spanish-American  War  and  after  it  was  very  marked 
Before  the  war  he  was  a  most  active,  energetic,  and  almost  brilliant  man ,  afte; 
the  Spanish-American  War  he  was  incapable  of  sustained  mental  and  physica 

^To^the  best  of  my  knowledge  this  is  a  true  statement;  and  while  X  neve: 
examined  him,  yet  I  saw  him  frequently  and  intimately  many  tunes  for  1, 
years  before  the  war  and  after  the  war  at  frequent  intervals  until  his  death.

Mrs.  Lawrance  married  the  deceased  officer  July  17,  1901,  and  is  3' 
years  of  age.  The  evidence  shows  that  she  is  in  necessitous  circum 
stances  and  without  property  or  other  means  for  her  support. 

The  committee  conclude  from  the  evidence  filed  that  the  officer 
death  was  due  to  the  service,  and  so  report  the  bill  favorably  wit! 
recommendation  for  pension  at  $30  per  month,  which  is  the  rate  sh 
would  have  received  had  her  claim  been  allowed  at  the  Fensioi 


Bureau. 

S.  4519.  William  M.  Swart,  claimant,  enlisted  May  31,  1898,  a 
a  private  in  Company  I,  Fourteenth  Regiment  United  States  Inlan 
try,  and  was  discharged  as  corporal  August  15,  1899,  by  reason  o 

the  close  of  the  War  with  Spain.  OQ  1QQC 

In  his  claim  for  pension,  which  was  first  filed  October  2o,  189*. 
he  alleged  disability  by  reason  of  results  of  operation  for  remova 
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of  lipoma  from  the  left  shoulder,  fracture  of  ribs  of  right  side,  and 
injury  of  spine  and  left  shoulder,  malarial  poisoning,  dysentery, 
iweak  eyes,  indigestion,  and  rheumatism  affecting  heart  and  lower 
llimbs.  The  claim  at  as  finally  rejected  in  June,  1913,  on  the  ground 
that  a  ratable  degree  of  disability  from  causes  alleged  was  not  shown 
from  date  of  filing  application. 

The  muster  rolls  for  July  and  August,  1898,  show  soldier  sick  in 
quarters  in  line  of  duty;  September  and  October,  1898.  sick  in  bri¬ 
gade  hospital  from  September  4,  1898,  disease  contracted  in  line  of 
duty;  November  and  December,  1898,  sick  in  first  reserve  hospital 
from  September  4,  1898,  to  November  8,  1898;  January  and  Feb¬ 
ruary,  1899,  sick  in  regimental  hospital  from  January  8  to  February 
5,  1899.  The  hospital  records  show  him  treated  from  September 
5,  1898,  to  February  5.  1899.  for  fractured  ribs  of  right  side  and  op¬ 
eration  for  removal  of  lipoma  from  left  shoulder  in  line  of  duty. 
The  records  further  show  treatment  from  November  18,  1898,  to 
January  3,  1899,  for  chronic  articular  rheumatism. 

On  his  examination  preliminary  to  discharge  soldier  declared, 
May  30,  1899,  that  he  was  suffering  from  stiff  shoulder  and  injured 
hands,  incurred  August  22.  1898,  on  U.  S.  transport  City  of  Pueblo 
,by  falling  off  a  platform.  The  Army  surgeon  certified  under  date  of 
July  27,  1899,  to  impaired  motion  in  right  shoulder  and  weakness  of 
flexor  muscles,  both  hands;  disability,  one-fourth. 

The  evidence  filed  in  the  case  clearly  shows  that  soldier  incurred 
injury  of  right  side,  with  fracture  of  three  ribs,  while  in  performance 
of  duty  on  board  the  transport  City  of  Pueblo  at  Manila,  in  the  Phil¬ 
ippine  Islands,  about  August  22,  1898,  and  that  shortly  afterwards  a 
lipoma  appeared  on  left  shoulder,  for  which  he  was  operated  on  in 
hospital.  It  is  also  in  evidence  that  he  at  one  time  was  overcome  by 
heat  while  in  action,  and  suffered  from  fever  and  dysentery  before 
and  about  the  time  of  his  discharge.  Continuance  of  disability  is 
testified  to  by  neighbors  and  physicians. 

Claimant  was  first  medically  examined  February  7,  1906,  by  the 
Seattle  (Wash.)  board  of  surgeons,  who  reported  in  part  as  follows: 

On  tip  of  left  shoulder  there  is  a  nonadherent  and  painless  scar  2d  by  one-half 
inch  in  size,  due  to  removal  of  fatty  tumor.  Mensuration  of  arms  is  same.  All 
motions  in  this  shoulder  joint  and  arm  are  normal  with  the  exception  that  in 
raising  arm  directly  from  side  of  body  there  is  a  “catch”  in  same  at  level  of 
shoulder.  When  arm  is  shifted  at  this  point,  either  forward  or  backw  rd,  a  few 
inches  complete  extension  can  be  accomplished.  When  raised  in  an  oblique  line 
motions  are  normal.  Results  of  this  operation  give  him  no  gre-'t  amount  of 
(trouble  in  following  his  trade  (carpenter).  Arms  are  well  developed,  and  we 
find  nothing  abnormal  with  muscles  and  nerves  of  either  arm  other  than  above 
described.  Rate,  6/1S. 

The  examining  surgeons  reported  no  evidence  of  any  other  disa¬ 
bility  and  recommended  no  further  rating. 

Soldier  was  again  examined  October  4, 1911,  by  the  Tacoma  (Wash.) 
board  of  surgeons,  who  reported  as  follows: 

General  appearance. — He  is  well  nourished,  hands  are  calloused  by  work, 
tongue  is  clean. 

Injury  to  left  shoulder. — We  find  scar  2i  by  one-third  inch,  beginning  close 
to  and  posteriorly  to  corocoid  process  of  scapula,  extending  downward  toward 
shaft  of  humerus.  Scar  is  depressed  but  not  adherent.  With  manipulations 
and  many  kinds  of  tests,  we  come  to  the  conclusion  that  there  is  a  limitation 
of  motion  in  shoulder  joint.  Dropping  the  arm  by  the  side  and  extending  it  he 
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can  not  raise  it  more  than  15°  above  the  horizontal  position.  By  using  force 
it  can  be  raised  nearly  to  perpendicular  position,  but  is  evidently  painful.  By 
flexing  the  forearm  on  the  arm  and  bringing  the  wrist  close  to  the  chest  he 
can  raise  it  better  by  a  twisting  motion,  but  even  then  can  not  raise  it  straight 
up.  We  find  no  evidence  of  rheumatism.  Rate  6/18. 

Fractured  ribs—  We  find  no  evidence  of  fractured  ribs.  He  is  rather  fleshy, 
making  it  difficult  to  determine  the  exact  condition  of  ribs.  We  find  no  disa¬ 
bility  due  to  fractured  ribs. 

Eyesight  20/50  with  either  eye.  Structures  appear  normal. 

Heart. — Apex  beat  not  seen  nor  felt,  located  in  fifth  space  three-fourths  inch 
to  right  of  nipple, line.  Cardiac  dullness  begins  at  fourth  costal  cartilage  and 
measures  2  by  2  by  3i  inches.  We  find  cyanosis  of  hands,  but  no  murmur, 
edema  dyspnea,  nor  enlargement. 

Kidneys. — Urine  is  amber  colored,  acid,  specific  gravity  1022,  no  sugar,  nor 
albumen. 

Hungs. — We  find  normal  respiratory  murmur,  no  rhles. 

Both  hands  show  tendency  of  contraction  of  palmia  fascia. 

We  find  no  other  disability  nor  any  evidence  of  vicious  habits. 

Claimant  is  56  years  of  age.  Evidence  filed  with  this  committee 
is  to  the  effect  that  he  is  totally  disabled  and  wholly  unable  to  do 
work  of  any  kind,  and  that  he  is  destitute  of  property  or  means  arid 
is  partly  dependent  upon  charity  for  the  support  of  himself  and 
family. 

On  the  evidence  filed  in  the  case  your  committee  report  the  bill 
favorably  with  recommendation  for  pension  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  5030.  Michael  Grace,  the  applicant,  was  a  private  in  Company 
A,  Thirty-fourth  United  States  Infantry,  and  served  from  March 
31,  1866,  to  March  31,  1869.  A  bill  to  grant  him  a  pension  was  intro¬ 
duced  in  the  Senate  during  the  Sixty-first  and  Sixty-second  Con¬ 
gress,  reported  favorably,  and  passed  the  Senate.  The  report  was 
as  follows: 

Michael  Grace,  the  beneficiary,  served  in  the  Regular  Army  for  three  yean 
as  private  in  Company  A,  Thirty-fourth  Regiment  United  States  Infantry.  Tin 
military  records  show  that  he  enlisted  March  31,  1S66,  and  was  honorably  dis 
charged  March  31,  1869. 

He  filed  a  claim  in  the  Pension  Bureau,  alleging  service  origin  of  ruptun 
and  asthma.  This  claim  was  rejected  January  29,  1902,  for  the  reason  that 
the  claimant  had  failed  to  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  bureau  that  his 
disabilities  were  chargeable  to  his  military  service.  There  is  some  testimony 
filed  with  the  bill  to  show  that  claimant’s  disabilities  were  incurred  while  ir 
the  Army.  Two  comrades  have  testified  and  have  filed  affidavits  with  the  bill 
Medical  records  of  the  War  Department  do  not  indicate  that  soldier  eve] 
received  any  serious  disability  due  to  his  service,  although  it  is  true  that  In 
was  in  the  hospital  at  different  times,  suffering  from  minor  ailments. 

The  Senator  who  introduced  the  bill  states  that  claimant  is  now  hopelessly 
disabled  by  reason  of  rupture  and  asthma,  and  that  he  has  been  in  a  bat 
condition  for  a  long  time.  It  is  generally  understood  by  friends  and  neighbors 
and  members  of  the  soldier’s  family  that  the  disabilities  were  incurred  durinj 
his  service  at  the  close  of  the  Civil  War.  Claimant  in  his  own  behalf  states 
that  some  time  during  the  month  of  August,  1866,  at  the  time  of  the  riot  ir 
Memphis,  Tenn.,  he,  with  his  company,  marched  for  several  hours  through  th< 
streets,  quelling  the  riot,  and  during  the  night  were  drenched  with  a  cold  rail 
and  that  a  few  days  later  he  was  taken  to  the  general  hospital  at  Columbus 
Miss,  and  that  he  has  suffered  more  or  less  from  asthma  ever  since,  and  tha 
he  incurred  rupture  in  September  or  October,  1866,  while  loading  heavy  timber 

In  view  of  the  statements  of  the  comrades  and  the  Senator  who  introduce( 
the  bill,  your  committee  are  led  to  believe  that,  while  the  evidence  may  not  bt 
absolutely  conclusive  as  to  the  incurrence  of  the  disabilities  in  the  sei \  ice,  yet 
giving  the  soldier  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  he  may  very  justly  be  entitled  to  * 
pension,  and  recommend  in  his  case  an  allowance  of  $12  per  month. 

The  committee  adopt  the  foregoing  report  and  recommend  pas 
sage  of  the  bill  with  pension  at  $12  per  month. 
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S.  5503.  Lillian  J.  Hartley,  of  Paterson,  N.  J.,  is  the  widow  of 
Le  Koy  Hartley,  who  served  as  a  private  in  Company  A,  Second 
ISew  Jersey  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  the  War  with  Spain.  He  was 
enlisted  May  2,  1898,  and  honorably  discharged  November  IT,  1898. 
He  died  August  IT,  1908,  the  cause  of  his  death  being  given  by  the 
public  records  as  cirrhosis  of  liver.  It  does  not  appear  from  the 
papers  that  he  ever  applied  for  pension  during  his  lifetime. 

On  March  24,  1909,  the  widow  applied  for  pension,  alleging  that 
,  while  in  line  of  duty  and  exposed  to  the  insanitary  conditions  sur¬ 
rounding  the  military  camp  at  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  soldier  contracted 
a  disability  which  resulted  in  his  death.  The  application  was  re¬ 
jected  in  December,  1909,  on  the  ground  that  soldier's  death  from 
disease  of  liver  was  not  proved  as  due  to  his  military  service,  there 
being  no  record,  medical  or  other  satisfactory  evidence,  of  origin 
in  the  service  and  claimant’s  apparent  inability  to  furnish  such 

I  evi  dence. 

The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  furnish  no 
evidence  of  soldier’s  disability  or  treatment  while  in  the  service. 
On  his  examination  preliminary  to  discharge  he  declared  that  he 
was  suffering  from  no  disability  or  impairment  of  health,  whether 
incurred  in  the  military  service  or  otherwise,  and  the  Army  surgeon 
certified  that  he  found  none  after  thorough  examination. 

The  following  is  the  medical  evidence  filed  in  the  claim : 

Dr.  William  F.  Decker  testified  October  16,  1909 : 

Tliat  he  is  a  practicing  physician  and  has  been  acquainted  with  soldier  for 
about  29  years  and  that  he  arrived  home  from  service  in  the  Spanish-American 
War  sick  with  a  malarial  fever,  complicated  with  a  general  jaundice.  He  had 
a  high  temperature  for  a  week  or  10  days,  skin  and  eyes  very  yellow,  and  was 
very  sick.  He  was  weak  and  debilitated  for  several  weeks  afterwards.  He 
was  never  afterwards  and  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  the  possessor  of  the 
good  health  he  formerly  enjoyed.  His  liver  was  affected  at  the  time  oi  the 
above  illness,  which  he  was  suffering  with  on  his  arrival  at  his  home  m  later- 
son,  N.  J.  I  was  his  family  physician  and  knew  his  condition  of  health  all  his 

life. 


Dr.  H.  F.  McChesney  testified  November  1,  1909,  as  follows: 

Mr.  Le  Roy  Hartley  was  under  my  care  for  one  year  prior  to  the  time  of  his 
death,  and  during  that  time  he  was  suffering  from  an  enlarged  liver  and  spleen, 
with  ascites  and  some  jaundice.  He  also  showed  emaciation.  According  to  a 
carefully  worked-out  history  of  the  case  it  proved  to  be  of  long  standing  and  a 
si  owl  v  progressive  affair.  There  was  no  history  of  syphilis,  eithei  of  the  ac 
quire'd  or  hereditary  type,  nor  any  history  of  alcoholic  excesses  nor  was  there 
anv  evidence  of  alcoholism  during  the  year  he  was  under  my  care.  His  begin¬ 
ning  history  of  ill  health  dated  back  to  the  time  of  his  return  from  the  Spanish- 
American  War.  He  said  on  his  return  he  was  taken  with  a  malarial  teyer 
within  a  few  days  and  ran  high  temperatures  and  had  a  general  .laundice. 
He  gave  a  history  of  more  or  less  liver  trouble  at  times  since  the  attack  or 
malarial  fever.  When  he  came  under  my  care  he  said  he  had  shown  some 
enlargement  of  the  abdomen  for  some  period  back.  At  the  time  of  my  examina¬ 
tion  he  showed  an  enlarged  liver  and  spleen,  with  moderate  ascitey,  vhyc  l 
became  progressively  worse  and  necessitated  repeated  tappings  up  to  t  le  time 
of  his  death. 

Accompanying  the  bill  is  medical  testimony,  as  follows:

I.  Henry  G.  Webster,  a  practicing  physician  of  162  Halsey  Street.  Brooklyn, 
N.  Y.,  affirm  that  I  visited  Le  Roy  Hartley,  at  285  Clarkson  Street  Brooklyn,  N.  1., 
on  August  6  1908:  that  I  found  him  to  be  suffering  from  chronic  nephritis, 
enlargement  of 'the  liver  and  spleen,  and  arteriosclerosis;  and  tliat  I  believe 
these  conditions  to  be  directly  traceable  to  a  severe  attack  of  typhoid  f e\  er  con¬ 
tracted  during  his  service  in  the  United  States  Army.

On  this  date  appeared  before  me  Henry  G.  Webster,  M.  D.,  who  signed  the 
above  statement  in  my  presence,  and  who  declared  and  affirmed  the  statements 
contained  in  it  are  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief.

Dr.  Richard  W.  Westbrook,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  testified  Novem¬ 
ber  21,  1912,  that— 

He  is  a  practicing  physician  and  has  been  acquainted  with  the  above-named 
soldier  for  no  longer  time  than  seeing  him  on  July  22,  1908,  in  consultation  with 
his  family  physician,  Dr.  II.  F.  McChesney,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  His  physical 
condition  at  the  time  of  my  seeing  him  was  as  follows:  The  spleen  was  greatly 
enlarged,  extending  well  below  the  navel.  The  liver  was  generally  enlarged; 
ascites  was  present.  Patient  was  quite  jaundiced.  Patient  was  evidently  suf¬ 
fering  from  an  infection  of  some  nature  dating  back  a  long  period.  The  history 
was  noted  by  me  to  be  apparently  accurate.  He  suffered  an  attack  of  fever 
when  in  the  Army,  after  enlisting  in  1898.  This  was  treaded  with  quinine. 
Going  back  from  the  date  of  my  visit,  he  said  it  was  many  years  since  he  first 
noticed  that  the  left  side  of  his  abdomen  was  larger  than  the  right.  It  is  my 
recollection  that  he  dated  this  enlargement  of  the  spleen  to  the  time  of  his 
being  in  the  Army,  but  I  have  no  notes  to  substantiate  this.  Careful  inquiry 
revealed  no  history  of  alcohol  or  syphilis. 

Claimant  was  married  to  soldier  March  7,  1903,  and  is  33  years  of 
age,  and  is  left  with  one  child  under  the  age  of  16  years  to  care  for 
and  support.  Evidence  filed  with  the  committee  shows  that  she  is 
poor  and  without  means  of  support  other  than  what  she  earns  at 
daily  labor. 

This  is  one  of  those  cases  in  which  it  is  impossible  to  furnish  direct 
and  positive  testimony  required  for  its  admission  by  the  Pension  Bu¬ 
reau,  but  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee  the  proof  is  quite  sufficient 
to  justify  relief  by  special  enactment. 

The  bill  is  reported  favorably  with  a  recommendation  for  pension 
at  $12  per  month,  with  the  usual  additional  allowance  of  $2  per 
month  for  the  soldier's  minor  child  under  the  age  of  16  years. 

S.  5527.  William  L.  Rouner,  of  Topeka,  Kans.,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  C,  Twenty-second  Regiment  Kansas  Volunteer  Infantry, 
in  the  War  with  Spain;  he  was  enlisted  June  18,  1898,  arid  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  November  3,  1898.  It  is  shown  by  the  records  that 
he  was  treated  August  3  to  7,  1898,  for  subacute  gastritis;  August  8, 
1898,  for  malaria;  August  9  to  25,  1898,  for  severe  vaccination,  and 
that  he  was  furloughed  from  Fort  Myer  Hospital,  Virginia,  from 
August  25  to  September  25,  1898. 

Soldier  in  his  claim  for  pension  filed  December  5,  1898,  shortly 
after  his  discharge,  alleged  that  at  Camp  Alger,  Va.,  about  July  15, 
1898,  he  incurred  injury  to  left  testicle  and  injury  to  abdomen 
affecting  left  leg,  and  that  at  same  place  about  August  8, 1898,  he  con¬ 
tracted  fever,  which  resulted  in  contraction  of  tendons  of  muscles  of 
neck,  left  shoulder,  and  arm.  The  claim  was  rejected  on  the  ground 
that  the  evidence  was  insufficient  to  prove  service  origin  of  injury 
to  left  testicle  and  injury  to  abdomen  affecting  left  leg  and  on  the 
ground  that  contraction  of  tendons  of  muscles  of  neck,  left  shoulder, 
and  arm  was  not  incurred  in  service,  but  was  the  result  of  injury 
prior  to  enlistment. 
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Soldier  on  liis  examination  preliminary  to  discharge  declared  that 
he  was  suffering  from  lump  in  left  side  of  stomach,  disease  of  cords 
of  neck  drawing  head  into  unnatural  position,  impaired  nervous 
system,  and  partial  sunstroke  incurred  at  Camp  Alger,  \  a.,  in  July, 
1898.  caused  by  strain  and  drilling  in  hot  sun.  The  Army  surgeon 
certified  as  follows : 

He  lias  an  incomplete  hernia  on  left  side.  The  muscles  of  left  side  of  neck 
are  slightly  contracted.  No  evidence  of  results  of  sunstroke.  Eyes,  heart,  brain, 
coid,  and  other  organs  normal  No  impairment  of  nervous  system. 

There  is  some  conflict  as  to  soldier’s  condition  before  service.  It 
appears  from  the  evidence  that  he  had  some  affection  of  the  right 
shoulder  occasioned  by  injury  received  several  years  before  enlist¬ 
ment.  Witnesses  testify,  however,  that  he  was  able  to  and  did  do 
hard  labor,  and  it  is  certain  that  he  was  duly  examined  and  accepted 
as  fit  for  service  as  a  soldier.  The  testimony  shows  that  he  vas 
overcome  by  heat  while  on  duty  and  that  he  suffered  from  varicocele 
or  hernia  in  service  and  was  otherwise  disabled,  and  in  consequence 
relieved  from  duty.  Continuance  of  disability  is  shown  by  evidence 
of  physicians  and  neighbors,  and  it  seems  clear  that  he  has  been  m 
poor  condition  since  his  discharge  and  unable  to  earn  a  support  by 
manual  labor.  Photographs  of  soldier  before  and  after  service  are 
filed  in  his  case,  showing  a  marked  change  in  his  appearance. 

When  claimant  was  examined,  December  6,  1899,  by  a  full  board  of 
surgeons  he  was  rated  8/18  on  varicocele  of  left  side,  12/18  on  lnjuiy 
of  abdomen;  8/18  on  affection  of  left  leg;  17/18  on  contraction  of 
muscles  of  neck,  left  shoulder,  and  arm;  and  17/18  on  disease  of 

Ih  eart 

Claimant  is  53  vears  of  age  and  very  poor.  Medical  evidence  ac¬ 
companying  the  bill  is  to  the  effect  that  he  is  totally  disabled  for 
1  manual  labor  or  earn  a  living  by  any  kind  of  voiiv,  and  that  he  has 
'  Army.  Neighbors  testify  that  he  is  now  and  lias  been  for  a  number 
I  of  years  m  such  physical  condition  that  he  is  unable  to  peifoim 
manual  labor  or  earn  a  living  by  any  kind  of  work,  and  that  he  has 
no  property  and  is  dependent  upon  his  friends  for  his  suppoit. 

On  the  evidence  filed  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably, 
i  with  recommendation  for  pension  at  $20  per  month. 

S.  5535.  Harry  Jackson,  of  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  served  as  a  private 
in  Company  I,  Seventh  XTnited  States  Volunteer  Inf  anti  y,  in  the 
i  War  with  Spain;  he  was  enlisted  July  9,  1898,  and  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  February  28,  1899.  ,, 

In  his  claim  for  pension,  filed  October  11,  1899,  he  alleged  to  at  m 
[  November,  1898,  at  Lexington,  Ivy.,  he  contracted  external  hemor¬ 
rhoids  from  exposure.  The  claim  was  approved  by  the  boaid  of 
\  review  at  the  Pension  Bureau,  but  the  medical  referee  declined  to  fix 
a  rating,  holding  that  a  pensionable  disability  from  hemorrhoids 
1  did  not  exist  independent  of  diarrhea  of  anteseryice  origin. 

The  soldier  filed  a  second  claim,  June  12,  1907,  alleging  that  at 
Macon,  Ga.,  January  1,  1899,  he  incurred  rupture  of  abdomen,  result 
I  of  straining  at  constipation,  and  that  at  Lexington,  Ivy.,  he  con- 
!  tracted  piles.  The  claim  for  piles  was  rejected  on  the  ground  of  no 
\  ratable  degree  of  disability  therefrom  independent  of  diarrhea, 
i  which  existed  prior  to  enlistment,  and  the  claim  foi  ruptuie  of 
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abdomen  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  said  disability  was  not  due 
to  the  service,  but  first  appeared  subsequent  to  discharge. 

The  hospital  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  furnish  no 
evidence  of  treatment  of  the  soldier  in  the  service.  On  his  examina¬ 
tion  preliminary  to  discharge  he  declared  to  the  discharging  officers 
that  he  was  suffering  from  piles  incurred  in  October,  1898,  at  Lexing¬ 
ton,  Ky.  The  Army  surgeon  after  physical  examination  certified 
that  claimant  had  external  hemorrhoids,  which  in  his,  the  surgeon’s, 
opinion  originated  in  line  of  duty  in  the  military  service. 

The  claim  of  the  applicant  was  the  subject  of  examination  by  a 
special  examiner  of  the  Pension  Bureau.  It  appears  from  the 
evidence  of  the  claimant  himself  and  of  his  sister  that  he  was  subject 
to  occasional  attacks  of  diarrhea  in  the  spring  of  the  year,  appar¬ 
ently  of  short  duration.  There  is  no  evidence  of  any  witness  that  he 
was  afflicted  with  hemorrhoids  before  service,  and  the  testimony  of 
the  witnesses  generally  is  that  he  was  a  sound,  able-bodied  man, 
a  laborer  by  occupation,  capable  of  doing  and  did  do  hard  labor  be¬ 
fore  he  entered  the  Army.  It  is  in  evidence  that  he  was  duly  ex¬ 
amined  at  enlistment  and  accepted  as  sound  and  fit  for  service  as  a 
soldier. 

Comrades  testify  to  the  service  origin  of  hemorrhoids  and  con¬ 
tinuance  from  date  of  discharge  appears  well  established  from  the 
testimony  of  physicians  and  neighbors.  He  was  first  medically  ex- 
amined  September  12,  1900,  and  rated  6/18  on  piles  and  6/18  on 
umbilical  hernia.  He  was  again  examined  August  7,  1907,  and  rated 
4/18  on  ventral  hernia  and  4/18  on  piles. 

Claimant  is  58  years  of  age.  Evidence  accompanying  the  bill  is  to 
the  effect  that  he  was  sound  at  enlistment  and  has  been  in  poor  health 
since  discharge,  and  that  by  reason  of  piles  is  practically  unable  to 
earn  a  support  by  manual  labor. 

On  the  evidence  filed  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably 
with  recommendation  for  pension  at  $10  per  month. 

S.  5537.  Nathan  Long,  of  Muskogee,  Okla.,  enlisted  in  the  Regular 
'  Army  February  8,  1901,  and  was  assigned  to  Troop  B,  Fifth  United 
States  Cavalry.  He  was  transferred  July  2,  1902,  to  Company  IT, 
Second  Battalion  United  States  Engineers,  and  was  discharged 
March  2,  1903,  on  surgeon’s  certificate  of  disability  on  account  of 
“  two  fibrous  strictures,  large  caliber,  of  oesophagus,  which  strictures 
are  contracting  and  interfere  with  swallowing  food.  Caused  by 
swallowing  lye  26  years  ago.  Not  in  line  of  duty.” 

His  claim  for  pension,  No.  1298345,  which  was  first  filed  March  31, 
1903,  shortly  after  his  discharge,  is  based  upon  stricture  of  oesopha¬ 
gus,  piles,  disease  of  heart,  disease  of  nervous  system,  malarial 
poisoning,  constipation,  disease  of  stomach,  and  effects  of  dengue 
fever  contracted,  so  he  stated,  while  serving  in  the  Philippine  Islands. 
The  claim  for  stricture  of  oesophagus  was  rejected  on  the  ground 
that  the  disability  originated  prior  to  service.  The  claim  for  piles 
and  disease  of  heart  and  nervous  system  was  rejected  on  the  ground 
of  no  record  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  to  prove  service  origin 
and  continuance  from  discharge,  and  the  claim  for  malarial  poison¬ 
ing,  constipation,  stomach  trouble,  heart  disease,  and  effects  of 
dengue  fever  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  a  ratable  degree  of 
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disability  from  such  complaints  was  not  shown  from  date  of  hling 

aPThea medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  that 

soldier  was  treated  while  in  service  as  follows :

On  soldier’s  first  medical  examination,  August  12,  1903,  a  few 
months  after  discharge,  he  was  rated  $10  on  stricture  of  esophagus, 
$4  on  disease  of  digestive  organs  and  internal  piles,  and  $4  on  heart 
disease.  On  his  second  examination,  January  5,  1910,  he  was  lated 
$6  on  piles  and  $6  on  anemia.  When  last  medically  examined,  July 
2,  1913,  he  was  rated  $6  for  piles  and  disease  oi  rectum  and  nothin^ 

for  anv  other  disability.  n  . 

The  evidence  of  claimant  and  his  mother  shows  that  when  about 

1  year  old  he  swallowed  a  saucer  of  lye,  causing  stricture  m  e 
throat,  with  difficulty  at  times  in  swallowing  food.  It  is  indicated 
that  the  trouble  gradually  passed  away,  and  there  is  no  evidence  ot 
any  throat  trouble  from  the  age  of  10  years  to  the  date  of  Ins  en  i 
mint,  at  over  25  years  of  age.  It  is  certain  that  he  was  duly  exam¬ 
ined  and  accepted  as  sound  and  fit  for  service  as  a  soldier.  Tlnre  i 
some  evidence  on  file  to  the  effect  that  soldier  has  been  m  lmpaire 
health  since  his  discharge,  suffering  from  malaria,  heart  trouble, 
nervousness,  piles,  and  stomach  trouble,  which  have  incapacitated 
him  more  or  less  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor.  . 

He  is  37  years  of  age  and  very  poor,  and  worthy  and  deserving  o± 
relief.  In  the  judgment  of  the  committee  the  service  and  disabilities 

shown  warrant  a  pension  of  $12  per  month. 

S.  5682.  Catherine  E.  Prine,  of  Kathleen,  Fla.,  is  the  widow  of 
Henry  A.  Prine,  who  served  in  the  Seminole  Indian  War  as  private 
and  corporal  in  Capt.  Sparkman’s  company,  Florida .Mounted  Vol¬ 
unteers,  from  December  31,  1855,  to  February  16,  18i>8,  when  hon- 

°rSboIdi^1rSCdiedgApril  27,  1907,  being  at  the  time  of  his  death  a  pen¬ 
sioner  at  $8  per  month  under  the  Indian  War  service  acts  oi  July  27, 

18aaimln?Tarried9the  soldier  July  5  1856  and  she  is  now  receiving 
the  pension  of  $12  per  month  provided  by  existing  laws  for  the 
widows  of  the  soldiers  of  the  early  Indian  wars.  There  is  no  law 
under  which  her  rate  can  be  increased  and  the  Pension  Bureau  is

Z  can  i  ttatUrfy  nothing 
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toward  earning  a  support.  She  is  also  shown  to  be  very  poor  and 
needy  and  without  other  means  of  support  than  the  pension  she  is  I 
now  receiving,  namely,  $12  per  month. 

Following  precedents,  an  increase  of  widow’s  pension  to  $20  is 
recommended. 

S.  5788.  Alice  I.  Henderson,  of  South  Bend,  Ind.,  is  the  widow  of 
Edward  h.  Henderson,  who  served  as  private  in  Battery  F,  Sixth 
L  nited  States  Artillery,  in  the  War  with  Spain.  He  was  enlisted 
April  9,  1898,  and  honorably  discharged  April  8,  1901. 

Soldier  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general 
law,  and  was  pensioned  for  gastritis  at  $0  per  month  from  An  mist 
21,  1905;  increased  to  $8  June  IT,  1908.  Fie  had  a  record  of  treat¬ 
ment  while  in  the  service  for  tonsillitis,  intestinal  colic,  intestinal 
indigestion,  acute  diarrhea,  acute  bronchitis,  and  other  complaints, 
lie  died  IS  oi  ember  2,  1909,  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  leaving  claiin- 
ant  with  one  minor  child,  under  the  age  of  16  years,  surviving. 

Claimant  married  the  soldier  July  12,  1905.  On  December  1,1909 
she  applied  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  and  her  application 
was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  soldier’s  fatal  disease  was  not  a 
result  of  the  disability  for  which  he  was  pensioned,  and  was  not 
otherwise  proved  as  being  due  to  the  military  service. 

The  following  is  the  medical  evidence  in  the  case : 

Soldier  was  examined  August  11,  1909,  by  a  board  of  Pension 
Bureau  surgeons,  who  reported  him  as  suffering  from  pulmonary  tu¬ 
berculosis,  rated  at  $17 ;  gastritis,  rated  at  $17 ;  arid  disease  of  heart, 
rated  at  $8. 

Dr.  U.  G.  Galloway  testified  in  affidavit  filed  February  12,  1910, 
that — 

I  fiist  met  Mr.  Edward  E.  Henderson  in  1908,  wlien  he  consulted  me  for 
stomach  trouble.  Upon  examination  I  diagnosed  the  case  as  one  of  gastritis, 
chronic.  Patient  complained  of  weakness,  distress  after  eating,  eructation  of 
gases,  and  partially  digested  food,  emaciation,  etc.,  but  at  that  time  patient 
had  no  fever  nor  lesion  in  the  lung.  He  was  under  my  care  for  several  months 
with  considerable  improvement  and  finally  discontinued  treatment,  and  I  heard 
no  more  from  him  till  the  evening  of  November  2,  1909,  when  I  was  called  to 
see  him  and  found  him  dying  of  tuberculosis.  I  am  convinced  that  the  stom¬ 
ach  trouble  was  that  of  a  beginning  tuberculosis,  as  gastritis  is  a  frequent  event 
m  the  early  stages  of  tuberculosis. 

Dr.  Galloway  again  testified  May  7,  1910,  as  follows: 

In  regard  to  the  claim  of  Mrs.  Ida  Alice  Henderson,  widow  of  Edward  E. 
Henderson,  I  have  to  say  that  I  saw  Mr.  Henderson  repeatedly  during  the 
early  stages  of  his  sickness  and  treated  him  for  stomach  trouble.  The  stom¬ 
ach  trouble  was  really  the  beginning  of  Mr.  Henderson’s  disability.  The  depart¬ 
ment  is  aware  that  many  cases  of  stomach  trouble  are  tubercular,  and  such 
was  the  case  in  Mr.  Henderson’s  instance.  The  pension  really  should  have 
been  granted  for  that  disability,  contracted  while  in  service.  I  saw  Mr.  Hen¬ 
derson  the  night  he  died,  and  while  pulmonary  tuberculosis  had  developed  the 
stomach  was  a  prominent  factor  in  his  ailment. 

The  widow  is  28  years  old  and  very  poor,  the  papers  in  the  Pension 
Bureau  showing  that  she  is  left  without  means  other  than  her  daily 
labor  for  the  support  of  herself  and  child. 

Conceding  her  the  benefit  of  the  doubt,  the  committee  report  the 
bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for  pension  at  $12  per  month 
for  the  widow  with  the  usual  additional  allowance  for  minor  child 
under  16  years  of  age. 
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S.  5877.  Frank  Knitter,  of  Soldiers  Home,  Wis.,  was  a  private  in 
pompany  K,  First  Regiment  Wisconsin  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  the 
Var  with  Spain.  He  was  enlisted  June  20,  1898,  and  honorably 
[ischarged  October  19,  1898. 

On  February  13,  1899,  he  filed  a  claim  for  pension,  alleging  sciatic 
heumatism,  contracted  at  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  about  September,  1898. 
fhe  claim  was  admitted  and  he  was  pensioned  for  sciatica  (certificate 
so.  1053506)  at  $6  per  month  from  date  of  application.  Applica- 
ions  for  increase  were  rejected  July  6,  1910,  and  June  3,  1911. 

;  The  board  of  surgeons  before  whom  claimant  was  last  examined, 
Jay  6,  1914,  reported  in  part  as  follows : 

1  Sciatica. — There  is  pain  on  pressure  on  exit  of  right  sciatic  nerve  from  the 
^elvis  down  along  the  course  of  the  nerve ;  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  marked 
trophy  of  the  limb,  but  the  man  has  difficulty  in  moving  it;  there  is  swelling 
If  the  knee  joint  and  pain  on  passive  motion  of  knee  joint ;  there  is  also  crepitus 
h  the  knee  joint  but  no  marked  limitation  of  motion;  sensation  in  the  lower 
[art  of  the  leg  from  the  lower  third  of  tibia  to  the  heel  is  diminished,  particu- 
arly  pain  sense.  Rating,  14/18. 

Claimant  is  44  years  of  age,  and  it  is  shown  by  the  testimony  that 
le  is  a  cripple  from  loss  of  left  leg,  sustained  in  accident  in  Feb- 
nary,  1907.  This  disability  is  not  due  to  the  service  and  he  has  no 
)ensionable  status  on  account  of  same.  The  following  is  the  report 
•f  the  physician  filed  with  the  bill : 

He  (claimant)  is  disabled  and  wholly  unable  to  perform  any  manual  labor, 
me  to  the  fact  that  his  right  leg  must  bear  the  brunt  of  his  body  weight,  and  he 
b  suffering  from  continuous  pain  of  the  sciatic  nerve,  coupled  with  a  rheumatic 
iondition,  which  causes  periodic  swelling  of  the  knee  an  1  ankle.  This  concli- 
aon  is  aggravated,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  stump  of  the  left  leg,  which  is  am- 
•.utated  about  the  middle  of  the  thigh,  gives  him  discomforture,  and  due  to 
rearing  an  artificial  limb  the  left  hip  often  becomes  swollen  and  painful,  pro- 
lucing  much  pain  and  discomfort.  He  also  is  a  sufferer  of  hemorrhoids  and 
Slso  lias  frequent  attacks  of  dizziness. 

Testimony  of  neighbors  filed  with  the  committee  is  to  the  effect 
hat  claimant  is  totally  disabled  for  performing  manual  labor  by 
•eason  of  sciatica,  rheumatism,  and  loss  of  left  leg.  and  that  he  is 
)oor  and  without  property  and  with  no  other  income  than  his 
tension. 

On  account  of  disability  of  service  origin  it  is  proper  to  give  this 
nan  reasonable  increase  of  pension,  and  the  committee  reports  the 
)ill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  to  $12  per  month. 

S.  5984.  Margaretha  Matthes,  of  2929  Parnell  Avenue,  Chicago, 
QL,  is  the  widow  of  Alfred  Matthes,  who  enlisted  May  1,  1889.  as  a 
arivate  in  Troop  L,  Seventh  United  States  Cavalry.  Fie  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Troop  K,  same  regiment,  September  13,  1890,  and  was  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  July  31,  1892.  He  died  at  Trinidad,  Colo.,  Janu¬ 
ary  13,  1900,  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

On  January  27,  1900,  the  widow  filed  a  claim  for  pension,  which 
Iwas  rejected  in  March,  1905,  on  the  ground  that  the  service  origin 
.  )f  soldier’s  fatal  disease  was  not  proved. 

The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  that  sol- 
jlier  was  treated  while  in  the  service  from  u  March  12  to  24,  1890, 
Dronchitis,  acute,  in  line  of  duty,  returned  to  duty  cured;  July  1  to 
LI,  1891,  cystitis,  acute,  in  line  of  duty,  returned  to  duty  improved.” 

Soldier  was  sound  at  enlistment  and  was  examined  and  accepted  as 
at  for  service.  He  was  engaged  with  his  regiment  in  the  campaign 
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against  hostile  Sioux  Indians  during  the  winter  of  1 890-91.  Twc 
comrades  testified  that  he  was  sickly  in  service,  looked  pale,  and 
coughed  excessively.  Evidence  obtained  by  a  special  examiner  of  the 
Pension  Bureau  shows  that  soldier  returned  from  the  service  in  im¬ 
paired  health  and  was  troubled  continually  with  a  hacking  cough, 
which  increased  in  severity  until  he  completely  broke  down  and  was 
compelled  to  quit  work.  It  is  medically  established  that  he  had 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  about  the  winter  of  1898-99,  and  it  is  the 
conclusion  of  the  physician  that  the  complaint  had  undoubtedly 
existed  for  a  number  of  years.  His  home  was  in  Chicago,  but  or 
account  of  his  health  he  was  ordered  to  go  West,  where  he  died. 

Claimant  was  married  to  soldier  July  1,  1893,  and  was  left  at  his 
death  with  two  young  children,  now  over  the  age  of  16  years,  to  cart 
for  and  support.  She  is  44  years  of  age,  and  evidence  filed  with  the 
committee  shows  that  she  is  poor  and  without  property  except  a  smalJ  j 
home,  mortgaged  for  one-half  its  value,  and  is  dependent  upon  her 
daily  labor  for  her  support.  Evidence  is  also  filed  with  the  commit¬ 
tee  to  the  effect  that  soldier  returned  from  the  Army  in  poor  health 
which  continued  to  his  death. 

The  committee  report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendatior 
for  pension  at  $12  per  month.  * 

S.  5999.  Samuel  C.  Cochran,  of  Hey  burn,  Idaho,  served  as  a  prh 
vate  in  Company  E,  First  Regiment  Idaho  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  I 
the  War  with  Spain.  He  was  enlisted  May  6,  1898,  and  honorably 
discharged  September  25,  1899.  | 

In  his  claim  for  pension,  which  was  first  filed  October  19,  1899 
and  renewed  February  13,  1907,  and  November  25,  1910,  he  alleged 
malarial  poisoning  at  Manila  in  January,  1899,  and  diarrhea  affect 
mg  d:gestive  organs  and  rectum  contracted  near  San  Pedro,  P.  I. 
in  June,  1899;  also  partial  deafness  and  left  varicocele.  In  affidavit 
filed  February  8,  1912,  he  alleged  that  deafness  was  caused  by  the 
quinine  given  him  for  malarial  poisoning;  that  he  incurred  right 
varicocele  in  September,  1898,  from  overexertion  at  drill;  that  he  was 
never  troubled  with  left  varicocele. 

The  claim  was  finally  rejected  May  18, 1914,  partial  deafness,  right 
varicocele,  and  disease  of  rectum,  on  the  ground  of  no  record  or  othei 
satisfactory  evidence  to  prove  service  origin  and  continuance  froir 
discharge;" the  claim  for  malarial  poisoning,  dysentery,  and  diseas* 
of  digestive  organs  on  the  ground  of  no  satisfactory  evidence  to  shoy> 
continuance  from  date  of  discharge,  and  the  claim  for  right  vari¬ 
cocele,  malarial  poisoning,  dysentery,  and  disease  of  digestive  organs 
on  the  further  ground  that  a  ratable  degree  of  disability  from  saic 
causes  had  not  been  shown  from  date  of  filing  application. 

The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  that 
soldier  was  treated  while  in  the  service  from  “  December  7,  1898,  tc 
January  17,  1899,  for  malarial  fever;  January  19  to  March  18,  1899 
for  chancroidal  adenitis,  right  groin,  not  in  line  of  duty;  bribe 
opened  and  packed  February  18,  1899,  returned  to  quarters ;  May  26 
to  June  7,1899,  slough  following  adenitis  (cause,  chancroidal)  condi¬ 
tion  following  operation,  not  in  line  of  duty,  returned  to  quarters.” 

On  examination  preliminary  to  discharge  soldier  declared  that  he 
was  suffering  from  diarrhea  contracted  in  June,  1899,  from  bad 
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Irinking  water.  The  Army  surgeon,  however,  certified  that  he  found 

10  disability  after  physical  examination. 

It  is  beyond  doubt,  as  appears  from  the  record  and  other  evidence, 
hat  soldier  contracted  malaria  and  dysentery  and  diarrhea  while 
serving  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  was  treated  m  regimental  and 
general  hospitals.  Some  of  the  comrades  also  testify  that  lie  was 
troubled  with  deafness  and  piles  or  disease  of  the  rectum  in  the 
krmy.  Continuance  of  disability  is  shown  by  the  testimony  ot  phy¬ 
sicians  and  neighbors  filed  in  the  case. 


Claimant  was  first  examined  December  19,  1900,  by  the  Boise 


(Idaho)  board  of  surgeons,  who  reported  no  rating  for  malaria,  2/18 
for  diarrhea,  and  very  slight  deafness,  not  ratable.  Pie  was  next 
examined  December  2, 1907,  and  the  report  of  the  examining  surgeon 

.s  as  follows: 


Physical  condition, — Weight,  145;  height,  5  feet  01  inches,  with  shoes, 
Slight  anemia  ;  not  debilitated ;  no  emaciation ;  no  cachexia.  Apex  beat  to  ngnt 
jver  stomach;  second  sound  of  heart  is  accentuated.  Examination  of  lungs 
and  kidneys  negative.  Skin  and  conjunctiva  clear;  tongue  clean.  Liver  and 
spleen  normal.  Complains  of  alternate  constipation  and  diarrhea.  Has  piles. 


three  in  number,  about  size  of  a  large  bean;  protrude  occasionally  and  bleed 
it  intervals.  Patient  hears  ordinary  conversation  at  9  feet.  Slight  varicocele 


on  right  side;  size,  small  goose  quill.  Right  cord  tender;  left  testicle  slightly 
enlarged;  no  tenderness.  Scar  in  right  inguinal  region;  no  scars  on  penis  or 
other  evidence  of  venereal  trouble. 


He  was  last  examined,  June  4,  1913,  by  the  Twin  Falls  (Idaho) 
board  of  surgeons,  who  reported  in  part  as  follows : 


Has  no  chills  at  present,  but  fever  often,  especially  in  autumn.  Has  diarrhea 
jvery  autumn,  alternating  with  constipation  the  rest  of  the  year;  no  P/esent 
liar  rhea,  but  obstinate  constipation,  which  must  be  relieved  by  enema,  longue 
seated;  stomach,  pain  upon  pressure— some  dilatation. 

Rectum. — No  hemorrhoids,  but  has  a  large  ulcer  situated  about  1  inch  above 

anal  margin:  ulcer  bleeds  freely  upon  irritation. 

No  varicocele  of  either  side,  but  evidence  of  former  epididymitis  Leit  t.  sti¬ 
fle  much  larger  than  right,  which  is  of  normal  size.  Scar  in  right  groin  fiem 
opening  chancroidal  bubo.  No  enlargement  of  glands  either  side;  no  adhe¬ 
sions  or  effect  from  right-sided  operation. 

H e art, —Fatty,  circulation  rapid,  blood  pressure  low. 

Rigid  ear,  severe  deafness;  left  ear,  slight  deafness.  Applicant  has  nea  y 
total  deafness  of  right  ear  and  slight  deafness  of  left  ear.  We  rate  the  disa¬ 
bility,  so  far  as  auditory  trouble  is  concerned,  at  15/80.  T\  e  can  not  lecommea 
Tate  for  varicocele,  disease  of  rectum,  or  diarrhea,  and  none  for  i^lanal  poi¬ 
soning,  unless  the  fatty  degeneration  of  heart  is  due  to  that  cause,  vhich  we 

are  unable  to  state. 


The  examining  surgeons  also  found  and  reported  that  claimant 
has  suffered  amputation  of  both  legs  below  the  knees,  which,  how¬ 
ever,  was  not  the  result  of  the  military  service,  but  caused  by  injuues 
received  in  a  railroad  accident  in  February,  1910,  oAer  1C  yeais  a  ei 

|  More  recently  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  is  the  affidavit  of  Dr. 
Joseph  Fremstad,  of  Burley,  Idaho,  who  states  that  he  examined 
soldier  June  30,  1914,  and  found  him  to  be  afflicted  with  slight  right¬ 
sided  varicocele  and  chronic  right-sided  epididymitis;  chronic  gas¬ 
tritis  with  a  decided  enteroptosis  and  constipation,  a  so  internal  and 
external  hemorrhoids,  causing  a  total  disability;  that  claimant  is 
unable  to  perform  manual  labor  by  reason  of  his  diseases  and  t  la 
said  diseases  are  of  a  progressive  nature. 

Claimant  is  53  years  of  age.

PENSIONS  AND  INCREASE  OF  PENSIONS. 


Accompanying  the  bill  is  medical  evidence  to  the  effect  that 
claimant  has  had  both  limbs  amputated  below  the  knees,  which  ren«i 
ders  him  physically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  sufficient  to  sup¬ 
port  himself.  Also  evidence  of  two  neighbors  that  claimant’s  prop¬ 
erty  consists  of  80  acres  of  land  on  a  reclamation  project;  that  he  1 
has  no  horses  or  stock  of  any  kind  and  no  other  means  of  support' 
and  that  he  is  physically  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  to  support1 
himself. 

Upon  the  evidence  filed  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably 
with  recommendation  for  pension  at  $12  per  month,  which,  it  is  be¬ 
lieved,  will  cover  all  disabilities  resulting  from  the  military  service. 

S.  6037.  Osco  L.  Eobinson,  of  Eubanks,  Ky.,  was  a  member  of 
Company  K,  Twenty-seventh  Eegiment  United  States  Infantry,  and 
served  a  term  of  three  years  covering  the  period  from  Februarv  6 
1907,  to  I  ebruary  5,  19i0,  when  honorably  discharged. 

in  an  application  for  pension  filed  March  4,  1910,  he  alleged  that 
at  Fort  Sheridan,  Ill.,  in  April,  1907,  he  incurred  mumps,  resulting 
m  disease  of  testicles.  The  claim  was  admitted  June  20,  1910,  by 
certificate  No.  1161012,  and  he  was  pensioned  from  date  of  filing  at 
$6)  per  month  for  disease  of  right  testicle,  result  of  mumps.  So  much 
of  the  claim  as  relates  to  disease  of  left  testicle  was  rejected  on  the 
ground  of  no  record  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  to  show  service 
origin  and  existence  at  discharge,  and  on  the  further  ground  that  a 
ratable  degree  of  disability  from  disease  of  left  testicle  was  not 
shown  from  date  of  application. 

applications  for  increase  on  account  of  pensioned  cause  filed  Sep¬ 
tember  26,  1910,  and  September  13,  1912,  were  rejected  September 
19,  1911,  and  June  4,  1913,  and  application  for  pension  on  account 
of  additional  disability,  disease  of  stomach,  filed  September  13,  1912, 
was  rejected  on  the  ground  of  no  record  or  other  satisfactory  evi¬ 
dence  to  prove  service  origin  or  existence  at  date  of  discharge. 

The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  that 
during  his  term  of  service  soldier  was  treated  “  February  14  to  18, 
1907,  vaccinia;  April  8  to  27,  1907,  mumps,  bilateral,  orchitis,  right, 
non  venereal,  sequela  of  mumps;  November  15  to  17,  1907,  erythema, 
multiforma,  slight,  involving  sides  of  chest,  abdomen,  and  legs.” 

Soldier  was  first  medically  examined  May  4,  1910,  by  a  full  board 
of  surgeons,  who  reported,  in  part,  as  follows  : 

Effects  of  viuwvps.  There  is  atrophy  of  the  right  testicle.  This  testicle  is 
not  more  than  one-fourth  the  size  of  its  fellow.  The  cord  is  retracted  and  the 
testicle  is  eery  tender.  Rate  8/18.  The  left  testicle  is  normal  and  free  from 
any  indication  of  disease. 

He  was  next  examined  August  16,  1911,  by  the  Lancaster  (Ky.) 
board  of  surgeons,  who  reported  as  follows : 

Right  testicle  three-fourths  normal  size;  left  testicle  twice  normal  size.  Right 
testicle  soft  and  tender.  Left  indurated.  Enlargement  of  epididymis,  each 
side.  Small  tumor  in  head  of  epididymis,  right  testicle.  Spermatic  cord,  right 
side,  normal;  slight  enlargement  of  cord,  left  side.  Backache  constant.  He  is 
pale  and  anemic;  hands  and  feet  cold  and  clammy.  Heart’s  action  regular,  but 
feeble.  He  is  emaciated  and  icteric  in  appearance;  muscles  flabby.  We  rate 
disease  of  testicles  8/18. 

On  his  last  examination,  October  2,  1912,  soldier  was  rated  $8  on 
disease  of  stomach  and  $6  on  disease  of  right  testicle. 
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Soldier  alleged  that  he  contracted  disease  of  stomach  at  Fort 
rhomas,  Ky.,  about  July,  1909,  and  that  it  has  been  continuous  to 
he  present  "time.  Fie  has  no  hospital  record  for  disease  of  stomach, 
;nd  there  is  no  medical  evidence  of  treatment  for  that  complaint  in 
he  service  at  date  of  discharge  or  for  some  years  afterwards. 

William  Askren,  comrade,  testified  October  5,  1912,  that  claimant 
ook  disease  of  stomach  while  serving  as  musician  in  the  United 
States  Infantry;  that  affiant  was  in  the  same  company  with  him  for 
ibout  two  years,  from  1908  to  1910,  and  often  heard  him  complain 
>f  pains  in  his  stomach  and  his  breath  was  always  very  bad:  that  at 
me  time  affiant  was  out  horseback  riding  with  claimant  and  had  to 
ake  him  back  to  camp  on  account  of  his  having  an  attack  of  stomach 
.rouble ;  that  this  was  in  the  fall  of  1909. 

Frank  Johnson,  comrade,  testified  March  31,  1913,  that  he  served 
n  the  same  company  with  claimant  during  the  year  1909  and  worked 
xith  him  in  company  barber  shop  at  Fort  Thomas,  Ky. ;  that  affiant 
Frequently  heard  soldier  complain  of  pains  in  his  stomach  and  also 
noticed  that  he  could  not  wear  his  field  belt  buckled  about  his 


itomach. 

Dr.  G.  W.  Phinell  testified,  February  14,  1913,  that  he  treated 
laimant  during  July,  1910,  and  found  him  suffering  from  catarrh 
>f  stomach  and  some  malarial  trouble;  that  on  examination  affiant 
inds  that  claimant  is  still  suffering  with  his  stomach,  and  affiant 
onsiders  that  he  is  able  to  do  but  very  little  manual  labor  at  this 


Dr.  J.  C.  Kelly  testified,  February  14,  1913,  that  he  treated  ciaim- 
mt  during  the  summer  of  1911  for  catarrh  of  the  stomach  and  per¬ 
haps  some  malaria  with  it ;  that  during  said  time  claimant  was  unfit 
'or  manual  labor. 

Dr.  W.  M.  Price  testified,  February  12,  1913,  that  he  treated 
claimant  in  the  summer  of  1912  for  catarrh  of  stomach,  and  that 
claimant  was  not  able  to  perform  manual  labor. 

Accompanying  the  bill  is  the  affidavit  of  the  claimant,  in  which 
ae  states  that  he  has  been  suffering  from  stomach  trouble  since  the 
year  1909,  contracted  while  in  the  United  States  Army,  and  also 
suffers  at  times  with  his  testicles,  result  of  mumps  occurring  in  the 
service;  that  he  is  gradually  getting  worse,  and  can  eat  nothing  but 
a  very  light  diet;  that  he  is  not  able  to  do  any  work;  and  that  he 
owns  no  property  and  has  no  support  except  his  pension  for  himself 

and  family.  _  .  .  . 

Also  the  affidavit  of  Dr.  W.  M.  Price,  who  states  that  he  has  known 

claimant  for  the  last  four  years  and  has  treated  him  on  different 
occasions  for  trouble  with  his  stomach ;  that  claimant  is  also  suffer¬ 
ing  with  an  enlargement  of  the  testicles,  the  result  of  a  former  or¬ 
chitis,  which,  claimant  says,  has  existed  since  he  had  mumps  in  the 
Army :  that  claimant  is  not  able  to  do  manual  labor  for  the  support 
of  himself  and  family. 

Also  affidavit  of  two  neighbors,  who  state  that  claimant  was  m 
good  health  before  enlistment ;  that  he  came  from  the  service  com¬ 
plaining  of  stomach  trouble  and  has  not  been  able  to  do  manual 
labor  since;  that  he  seems  to  be  gradually  worse,  and  can  eat  only 
[light  diet;  that  claimant  has  no  property,  and  that  his  pension  is 
his  sole  support  for  himself  and  family.  And  the  affidavit  of  two 
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other  neighbors,  who  state  that  soldier  has  been  a  physical  wrecl- 
for  the  last  two  years  from  some  form  of  stomach  trouble  and  is! 
unable  to  do  a  day’s  work. 

On  the  evidence  filed  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably 
with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pension  to  $18  per  month. 

S.  6216.  John  H.  Burke,  of  Veterans’  Home,  Napa,  Cal.,  served  ai 
a  private  in  Company  C,  First  California  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  th<j 
War  with  Spain.  He  was  enlisted  June  14,  1898,  and  honorably  dis 
charged  at  Manila,  P.  I.,  July  26,  1899. 

His  claim  for  pension,  which  was  first  filed  December  5,  1899,  hi 
based  on  overheat  and  resulting  affection  of  eyes,  diarrhea,  dysentery 
affecting  digestive  organs ;  also  varicose  veins,  disease  of  rectum,  anc 
rheumatism,  affecting  heart,  incurred,  so  he  stated,  while  doing  dutj 
in  the  Philippine  Islands. 

The  muster  rolls  of  claimant’s  company  show  him  sick  in  quarters 
January  27  to  31,  1899;  and  April  17  to  30,  1899;  sick  in  regimenta' 
hospital  May  1  to  20,  1899;  and  absent  sick  in  First  Reserve  Hospital 
Manila,  May  21  to  date  of  discharge;  all  in  line  of  duty.  The  hos¬ 
pital  records  show  that  he  was  treated  from  January  27  to  February 
1,  1899,  for  acute  catarrhal  conjunctivitis,  both  eyes,  in  line  of  duty: 
April  26  to  May  22,  1899,  imperfect  refraction,  due  to  operation  foi 
cataract  on  left  eye,  previous  to  enlistment,  not  in  line  of  duty;  May 
22  to  July  29,  1899,  cataract  of  left  eye,  existed  prior  to  enlistment: 
right  eye  affected;  operation  before  enlistment,  not  in  line  of  duty. 

On  his  examination  preliminary  to  discharge,  claimant  declare'd 
that  he  had  no  disability  except  cataract  removed  from  left  eye  by 
operation  in  July,  1897,  at  Los  Angeles,  Cal.  The  Army  surged] 
certified  that  the  lens  from  claimant’s  left  eye  had  been  removed  in 
January,  1897,  at  Los  Angeles,  Cal.;  vision  of  right  eye,  20/30.  The 
military  records  also  show  that  claimant  at  enlistment  had  slight 
varicose  veins,  both  legs.  The  certificate  of  Capt.  John  S.  Kulp, 
assistant  surgeon,  United  States  Army,  states  claimant  was  a  patient 
in  hospital  at  Manila  with  partial  blindness  of  one  eye  and  subacute 
articular  rheumatism,  the  former  incurred  before  entering  the  serv¬ 
ice,  the  latter  in  line  of  duty. 

It  seems  to  be  established  that  claimant  contracted  dysentery  while 
serving  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  on  account  of  which  he  has  beer 
more  or  less  disabled  since  his  discharge.  Service  origin  of  the  dis¬ 
ability  is  shown  by  the  evidence  of  comrades,  and  continuance  by  the 
evidence  of  physicians  and  neighbors.  It  appears  to  have  been  con¬ 
ceded  in  the  board  of  review  at  the  Pension  Bureau  that  a  prima  facie 
case  on  account  of  dysentery  was  established.  The  claim  was  rejected 
on  the  ground  that  a  ratable  degree  of  disability  has  not  been  shown 
since  filing  from  alleged  dysentery. 

The  report  of  the  board  of  surgeons  at  Napa,  Cal.,  before  whom 
claimant  was  last  examined,  November  5,  1913,  is  in  part  as  follows: 

This  man  looks  fairly  well  nourished  for  one  of  his  age;  skin  clear  but  dry. 
His  tongue  is  clean,  throat  normal.  Stomach  and  colon  tympanitic,  bowels 
prominent;  complains  of  tenderness  over  sigmoid  flexure  and  rectum;  anus  re¬ 
laxed.  Mucous  membrane  congested,  showing  one  internal  pile  size  of  a  chest¬ 
nut;  granular,  but  does  not  bleed.  Liver  and  spleen  seem  normal.  Waist  meas¬ 
ures  32,  abdomen  34  inches.  Rating  8/18. 
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Claimant  is  66  years  of  age  and  very  poor.  Accompanying,  the 
)ill  is  the  affidavit  of  Dr.  Frank  Chaffee,  of  Napa,  Cal.,  who  states 

is  follows : 


On  physical  examination  I  find  heart  normal,  pulse  G6,  respiration  IS,  tem- 
•erature  9S§.  Liver  slightly  enlarged.  Bowels  very  irregular  in  action  ;  patient 
laims  to  go  to  stool  several  times  daily  as  well  as  several  times  during  the 
d<dit.  I  find  bowels  somewhat  distended  with  gas  and  tender  on  percussion 
tectum  engorged ;  hemorrhoids,  which  bleed  at  times.  Digestion  faulty,  with 


>oor  assimilation. 


Also  testimony  of  two  neighbors,  who  state  that  they  have  known 
claimant  for  the  last  six  years,  during  which  time  he  has  been  sufter- 
L  from  dvsentery  and  piles;  that  his  digestion  was  poor,  was 
weak,  short  of  breath,  and  easily  fatigued;  that  soldier  has  nothing 
aut  what  he  earns,  which  is  an  uncertain  quantity,  and  that  he  has  no 

Dther  source  of  income.  n  ,  ,, 

Conceding  him  the  benefit  of  all  doubt,  the  committee  report  the 

bill  favorably  with  recommendation  for  pension  at  $12  per  month. 


S.  6317.  Martin  L.  Williams,  of  Muskogee,  Okla.,  was  enrolled 
June  8,  1898,  and  mustered  in  June  29.  1898,  as  second  lieutenant  in 
Company  C,  Third  Regiment  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry,  in 
the  War  with  Spain.  He  was  promoted  to  first  lieutenant  Company 
B,  same  regiment,  October  1,  1898,  and  was  honorably  discharged 

and  mustered  out  May  2,  1899.  ,T 

He  was  granted  a  pension  under  the  general  law  ( certificate  JNo. 
1044995)  of  $7.50  a  "month  for  disability  arising  from  malarial 
.poisoning.  Claims  for  increase  have  been  rejected;  the  last  one, 
without  medical  examination,  August  23,  1906. 

Additional  pension  is  claimed  on  account  of  rheumatism,  whicn. 
was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  a  ratable  degree  of  disability  from 
that  cause  was  not  shown  from  date  of  filing  application,  June  17, 
1899.  He  claimed  that  the  disability  was  contracted  in  Cuba  in  the 
fall  of  1898.  The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department 
show  that  he  was  treated  while  in  service  for  malarial  fever,  com¬ 
plicated  with  diarrhea,  and  that  he  was  furloughed  for  some  time  on 


account  of  sickness.  e  , .  .  , , . 

On  his  examination  preliminary  to  discharge  soldier  asset  ted  that 

he  was  suffering  from  malarial  fever  and  articular  rheumatism  in 
shoulders,  neck,  and  upper  limbs,  contracted  in  Cuba  m  October, 
1898.  The  Army  surgeon  reported  muscular  rheumatism,  posterior 
muscles  of  neck,  and  articular  rheumatism  of  both  shoulders.  His 
family  physician  testified  to  treating  soldier  while  home  on  furlough 
in  December,  1898,  for  chronic  malaria  and  rheumatism  affecting 

shoulders,  arms,  lower  limbs,  and  eyes. 

Medical  evidence  filed  in  the  claim  is  to  the  effect  that  soldier  has 
suffered  from  malaria  and  rheumatism,  disabling  him  for  manual 
labor.  He  is  57  years  of  age  and  in  straitened  circumstances  finan¬ 
cially.  having  lost  his  home  and  being  without  funds  for  the  support 
of  his  family.  Accompanying  the  bill  is  evidence  as  follows : 


To  \chom  it  may  concern: 

This  is  to  certify  that  some  time  ago  Mr.  M.  L.  Williams  came  to  me  siiffer- 
nsr  with  the  following  symptoms,  viz,  joints  swell;  pain  migratory,  sometimes 
n  the  head  and  neck,  then  in  the  shoulders,  then  in  the  \ow  or  inys, 
n  the  hips  and  then  in  the  toes;  at  one  time  the  pain  was  m  the  nead  foi  six 
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months,  and  then  again  in  the  back  for  two  years;  in  fact,  had  not  been  clear 
of  pain  in  the  back  for  10  years.  He  says  he  now  has  constant  pain  in  the 
right  lower  limb  from  the  hip  to  the  toes.  The  sensation  now,  and  has  been 
since  it  has  affected  the  leg,  is  a  burning,  stinging  one.  When  not  in  pain 
feels  like  a  thousand  needles  pricking. 

I  pi  escribed  for  Mr.  Williams  for  this  trouble,  at  first  thinking  that  it  might 
be  a  sciatica,  but  as  the  pain  is  not  confined  to  the  region  of  the  nerve  am 
inclined  to  think  that  it  is  rheumatic.  I  can  not  prognose  the  case  at  this 
time,  as  it  is  one  of  such  long  standing.

Martin  L.  Williams,  first  being  duly  sworn  by  me,  states  that  he,  with  others, 
made  up  Company  C,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  the  President  of  the  United  States 
entered  that  company  in  the  Third  Regiment  of  the  United  States  Volunteer 
Infantry,  at  Macon,  Ga.  A  captain  and  a  surgeon  of  the  United  States  Regular 
Army  were  sent  to  Arcadia,  Fla.,  the  then  home  of  afliant,  and  mustered  in  the 
whole  company.  Affiant  was  mustered  in  as  a  private,  and  was  afterwards 
commissioned  as  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  same  Company  C,  and  while  a  sec¬ 
ond  lieutenant  affiant  contracted  malarial  poisoning  at  Guantanamo,  Cuba.  Affiant 
was  afterwards  commissioned  a  first  lieutenant  and  placed  with  Company  B  of 
same  regiment;  and  in  the  fall  of  1S9S,  while  in  Cuba,  contracted  rheumatism 
or  neuralgia — he  does  not  know  which — from  which  he  never  recovered.  Affiant 
further  s-  ys  that  he  holds  pension  certificate  No.  1044995,  granting  him  a  pen¬ 
sion  of  $7.50  since  the  1st  day  of  June,  1901,  for  said  malarial  poison.  Affiant 
further  s^ys  that  he  is.  now  afflicted  with  rheumatism  to  that  extent  that  it  is 
with  difficulty,  as  well  as  with  great  pain  and  suffering,  that  he  gets  from  his 
home  to  his  office,  the  rheumatic  pains  striking  him  in  the  lower  limb  and 
paining  him  so  that  be  can  hardly  walk;  and  often  he  is  compelled  to  stop,  and 
has  oUen  of  late  been  compelled  to  desist  from  even  trying  to  get  to  his  office. 

Affiant  says  that  he  came  to  Muskogee  nine  years  ago  for  the  purpose  of  try¬ 
ing  to  get  rid  of  said  rheumatism,  being  advised  that  a  change  of  climate  from 
Florida,  where  he  then  lived,  to  Oklahoma,  might  benefit  him;  and  affiant  states 
that  said  change  did  for  a  while  benefit  him,  but  that  it  has  not  permanently 
benefited  him  and  that  he  is  now  worse  than  he  has  ever  been,  and  that  it  is 
now  with  great  difficulty  and  with  excruciating  pain  that  he  gets  about  at  all. 
A fthnt  states,  however,  that  this  pain  is  net  constant,  but  is  periodical,  but 
comes  with  far  more  frequent  and  shorter  intervals  than  formerly,  and  that  said 
frequency  is  constantly  on  the  increase.  AflUnt  further  states  that  his  move  to 
Oklahoma  has  been  of  great  detriment  to  him  and  has  caused  him  the  entire 
loss  of  all  his  property,  and  that  affiant  has  no  income  whatever,  except  the  said 
pension  of  seven  and  fifty  dollars  per  month  now  granted  him.  Affiant  has  a 
wife  who  has  been  his  wife  from  the  time  of  his  arrival  at  maturity;  that  said 
wife  is  in  ill  health;  that  affiant  is  now  57  years  of  age. 

Affiant  was  mustered  out  of  the  service  of  the  United  States,  as  the  records 
will  show,  with  a  clean  record,  by  reason  of  the  mustering  out  of  the  said  regi¬ 
ment  at  Macon,  Ga.,  on  May  1,  1899.  Affiant  says  that  unless  he  ^an  get  rid  of 
this  rheumatism  he  can  not  make  a  living  for  himself  and  wife.  Dr.  J.  O.  Cal¬ 
lahan  treated  him  for  eight  years,  till  his  death,  and  now  Dr.  F.  L.  Walton  is 
treating  him.

The  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with  recommendation 
for  increase  of  pension  to  $20  per  month. 
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S.  6472.  James  L.  Redding  enlisted  March  28,  1899,  in  Company 
L,  First  United  States  Infantry,  War  with  Spain,  and  was  dis¬ 
charged  March  27,  1902.  He  again  enlisted  September  28,  1904,  in 
Company  B,  Second  United  States  Infantry,  and  was  in  the  service 
continuously  until  January  9,  1909,  when  he  was  finally  and  honor¬ 
ably  discharged.  He  rendered  service  both  in  Cuba  and  the  Philip¬ 
pine  Islands. 

He  is  now  on  the  pension  roll  under  the  general  law  (certificate 
No.  1157769)  at  the  rate  of  $6  per  month  on  account  of  disease  of 
left  eye.  lie  also  claimed  on  account  of  deafness  and  malarial 
poisoning,  which  were  rejected  on  the  ground  that  a  ratable  degree 
of  disability  from  said  complaints  was  not  shown  from  date  of 
filing  application. 

The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  that 
claimant  was  treated  for  conjunctivitis,  both  eyes,  acute  diarrhea, 
acute  dysentery,  and  other  complaints,  and  also  for  malarial  and 
dengue  fever  several  times  while  in  the  service.  The  report  of  his 
last  medical  examination,  August  5,  1913,  showed  impairment  of 
sight  of  left  eye  sufficient  to  annoy  him  in  his  work  as  a  carpenter. 
On  medical  examination  April  20,"  1911,  he  was  rated  $10  on  disease 
of  eves>  which  the  expert  examining  surgeon  regarded  as  incident  to 
service  in  the  Tropics. 

Accompanying  the  bill  is  medical  evidence  to  the  effect  that  sol- 
I  dier  has  chronic  malaria,  with  frequent  returns,  for  which  he  was 
treated  during  September,  1911;  August  and  December,  1912;  and 
September,  1913.  Also  evidence  of  associates  that  he  is  disabled  for 
doing  manual  labor  on  account  of  malarial  poisoning.  He  is  39  years 
of  age  and  very  poor,  having  no  means  for  the  support  of  himself 

land  family.  . 

In  the  judgment  of  the  committee  the  service  and  disability  shown 

warrant  increase  of  pension  to  $12  per  month. 

S.  6475.  William  A.  Downs  served  as  a  private  in  Company  I,  One 
hundred  and  sixty-first  Regiment  Indiana  Volunteer  Infantry,  in 
the  War  with  Spain.  He  enlisted  June  2,  1898,  and  was  honorably 
discharged  and  mustered  out  April  30,  1899. 

He  filed  and  established  a  claim  for  pension  under  the  general  law 
for  chronic  diarrhea  and  disease  of  rectum  and  is  pensioned  therefor 
'  at  the  rate  of  $17  per  month.  (Certificate  No.  1041754.) 

He  was  first  pensioned  at  $6  per  month  from  July  10,  1899;  in¬ 
creased  to  $8  May  24,  1905;  to  $10  August  1,  1906,  and  to  $17  July 
22,  1908.  Applications  for  further  increase  were  rejected  May  27, 
1910,  and  June  14,  1912,  and  disease  of  heart  alleged  as  a  result  of 
pensioned  disabilities  was  said  by  the  medical  referee  not  to  be 
i  [[  result 

Claimant  is  now  52  years  of  age.  When  last  medically  examined 
he  was  rated  at  $15  for  diarrhea  and  $2  for  disease  of  rectum,  and 
the  examining  surgeons  reported  him  as  suffering  from  some  slight 
heart  trouble.  Another  board  of  surgeons  before  whom  claimant 
was  examined  April  20,  1910,  rated  him  $15  on  diarrhea  and  $ld 
on  disease  of  rectum  and  reported  that  he  was  incapacitated  in  a 
degree  equivalent  to  the  loss  of  a  hand  or  foot  for  the  purposes  of 
manual  labor  and  was  entitled  to  $24  a  month. 
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Dr.  C.  W.  Shill,  of  Lafayette,  Ind.,  testifies,  September  1,  1914,  in 
affidavit  filed  with  this  committee,  that  he  has  examined  soldier  and 
finds  him  suffering  from  chronic  dysentery  and  internal  hemorrhoids, 
enlarged  liver  and  frequent  vertigo  and  is  unable  to  perform  manual 
labor ;  that  the  above  diseases  are  progressive ;  that  he  also  suffers 
from  gastritis,  flatulency  of  stomach,  frequent  desire  to  micturate 
with  pain  over  kidneys,  urine  highly  colored  and  scanty. 

Neighbors  testify  that  claimant  has  no  income  aside  from  his  pen¬ 
sion.  It  is  believed  that  his  condition  is  such  that  increase  to  $24 
is  warranted,  his  disabilities  being  of  service  origin. 

S.  6512.  Minnie  Wadsworth  Wood  is  the  widow  of  Oliver  Ells¬ 
worth  Wood,  late  colonel,  Artillery  Corps,  and  brigadier  general, 
United  States  Army,  retired.  She  is  now  in  receipt  of  the  small 
pension  of  $12  per  month  provided  by  the  act  of  April  19,  1908,  for 
the  widow  of  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  who  served  90  days  in  the 
Civil  War.  A  bill  to  increase  her  pension  to  $40  per  month  was  re¬ 
ported  favorably  from  this  committee  during  the  third  session  of  the 
Sixty-second  Congress  and  passed  the  Senate.  The  report  was  as 
follows : 

Minnie  Wadsworth  Wood  is  the  widow  of  Oliver  Ellsworth  Wood,  late  colonel, 
Artillery  Corps,  and  brigadier  general.  United  States  Army,  retired.  The  mili¬ 
tary  history  of  Gen.  Wood  shows  that  he  entered  the  Volunteer  Army  during  the 
Civil  War,  July  29,  1S82,  by  enlistment  as  a  private  in  Company  B,  First  Con¬ 
necticut  Cavalry,  in  which  he  served  until  September  9,  1863,  when  he  was  dis¬ 
charged  to  accept  an  appointment  of  cadet  at  the  Military  Academy  at  West 
Point.  He  entered  the  United  States  Military  Academy  September  16,  1883, 
graduated  June  17,  1867,  and  subsequently  received  the  following  appointments 
and  promotions:  Second  lieutenant,  Fifth  Artillery,  June  17,  1867;  first  lieu¬ 
tenant,  June  11,  1870;  captain,  August  27,  1896;  major,  Artillery  Corps  United 
States  Army,  May  8,  1901;  lieutenant  colonel,  January  21,  1904;  colonel,  June 
S,  1906:  and  retired,  with  rank  of  brigadier  general,  October  1,  1906,  after  40 
years  of  service.  During  the  War  with  Spain  he  served  from  May  21,  1898,  to 
April  17.  1899,  as  lieutenant  colonel  and  chief  commissary  of  subsistence,  United 
States  Volunteers,  and  from  April  18.  1899,  to  June  12,  1901,  as  major  and 
commissary  of  subsistence,  United  States  Volunteers,  Gen.  Wood  died  at  Balti¬ 
more,  Md.,  December  4,  1910,  the  cause  of  his  death  being  given  as  disease  of 
kidneys. 

The  widow  now  receives  the  pension  of  $12  per  month  provided  by  the  act  of 
April  19,  1908,  on  account  of  soldier’s  service  in  the  Civil  War.  She  is  unable 
to  obtain  pension  under  the  general  laws  commensurate  with  the  rank  and  dis¬ 
tinguished  services  of  her  husband,  as  she  can  not  prove  that  his  death  cause 
originated  during  the  period  of  his  active  duty  in  the  Army,  although  it  is 
highly  probable  that  such  was  the  case. 

The  following  statement  was  made  by  his  attending  physician: 

To  whom  it  may  concern: 

This  is  to  certify  that  Gen.  O.  E.  Wood  came  to  me  for  treatment  and  oper¬ 
ation  on  September  6,  1910  Examination  showed  that  he  was  suffering  with 
chronic  enlargement  of  the  prostate  gland,  urinary  infection,  chronic  nephritis, 
and  chronic  heart  disease.  After  careful  preliminary  treatment  for  several 
weeks  it  seemed  wise  to  attempt  to  cure  his  prostatic  obstruction,  which  gave 
him  great  inconvenience,  by  removing  the  prostate.  This  was  accordingly  done 
by  perineal  prostateotomy. 

The  patient  recovered  very  well  from  the  operation,  the  wound  healed  nicely, 
the  functional  result  was  excellent.  His  heart,  however,  behaved  badly  and  he 
soon  showed  symptoms  of  uremia,  and  died  December  4,  1910,  60  days  after 
operation.  Autopsy  showed  chronic  interstitial  nephritis,  myocarditis,  em¬ 
physema  of  the  lungs.  The  operative  result  was  excellent;  the  wound  com¬ 
pletely  healed. 

It  is  very  evident  that  from  the  examination  and  from  the  examinations  be¬ 
fore  operation  and  from  the  autopsy  that  the  condition  of  the  heart  and  kid- 
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neys  was  of  very  long  standing,  probably  extending  back  a  period  of  many  years, 
and  almost  surely  the  result  of  exposure  and  arduous  labor  in  the  Army. 

His  death  resulted  from  these  and  not  from  the  prostatic  enlargement,  which 
was  of  more  recent  date,  and  which  was  entirely  cured  by  the  operation.  It 
gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  I  personally  believe  that  his  widow  is  entirely 
deserving  of  a  pension  on  account  of  the  diseased  condition  of  the  heart,  lungs, 
and  kidneys  resultant  from  overwork  and  exposure  in  his  life  in  the  Army.

Mrs.  Wood,  now  well  advanced  in  years  and  in  delicate  health,  was  married  to 
the  deceased  officer  June  2,  1873,  and  was  the  wife  of  the  officer  during  the 
greater  part  of  his  service.  In  a  sworn  statement  Mrs.  Wood  states  that  her 
only  income  is  the  interest  on  .$5,000  Army  and  Navy  Club  bonds,  her  pension  of 
$12  per  month,  and  a  few  hundred  dollars  in  a  savings  bank,  which  is  rapidly 
being  used  up  in  living'expenses.  She  is  assisted  by  her  son,  who  is  a  lieutenant 
in  the  Army,  but  who  has  been  on  detached  service  a  great  part  of  the  time. 
In  view  of  the  long  and  faithful  service  of  the  officer  and  the  fact  that  in  all 
probabilities  his  death  was  due  to  disease  contracted  in  service,  the  necessitous 
condition  of  his  widow,  both  financially  and  physically,  your  committee  recom¬ 
mend  an  increase  of  her  pension  to  $40  per  month. 

The  committee  adopt  the  foregoing  report  and  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  bill  for  increase  of  pension  to  $40  per  month. 

S.  6513.  Joseph  G.  Winkler,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  served  as  a 
private  in  Battery  B.  Utah  Volunteer  Light  Artillery,  in  the  War 
with  Spain;  he  was  enlisted  May  5.  1898.  and  honorably  discharged 
August  16,  1899. 

On  August  24,  1899,  he  filed  a  claim  for  pension,  alleging  that  at 
Manila,  P.  I.,  July  31,  1898,  he  incurred  gunshot  wound  of  left  arm 
and  that  ?t  the  same  place  in  December,  1898,  he  contracted  malarial 
poisoning,  diarrhea,  and  dysentery,  alfecting  digestive  organs,  spleen, 
urinary  organs,  and  rectum;  also  lumbago.  He  was  examined  Octo¬ 
ber  17, 1900,  by  the  Salt  Lake  City  board  of  surgeons,  following  which 
his  claim  was  rejected  in  December,  1900,  on  the  ground  that  a  ratable 
or  pensionable  degree  of  disability  from  causes  alleged  was  not  shown 
from  date  of  filing  application. 

On  June  17, 1912,  claimant  filed  a  second  claim,  again  alleging  gun¬ 
shot  wound  of  left  arm,  also  injury  to  both  knees  incurred  in  1899  in 
jumping  from  a  boat  to  the  landing.  In  affidavit  filed  September  19, 
1912,  he  stated  as  follows: 

That  he  was  mustered  in  as  a  private  and  assigned  to  special  duty  on  the 
gunboat  Covodonga  from  May  10  to  June  20,  1899.  That  while  on  such  special 
duty  and  on  or  about  the  14th  day  of  June,  1899.  said  gunboat  made  a  landing 
at  Candaba,  on  the  Rio  Grande  River,  island  of  Luzon.  In  making  said  landing 
it  was  my  duty  to  make  the  boat  fast.  In  order  to  do  so  as  soon  as  it  was  suffi¬ 
ciently  near  the  bank,  I  jumped  from  the  boat  to  the  shore.  There  was  no 
wharf  or  landing  and  the  bank  was  an  abrupt  slope  and  consisted  of  a  clay  soil. 
In  jumping  I  landed  sort  of  stiff  legged,  needing  to  dig  my  heels  in  the  clay  to 
keep  from  slipping  back  into  the  water  between  the  boat  and  the  bank.  The  dis¬ 
tance  I  had  to  jump  was  about  5  feet  from  the  boat  to  the  shore  and  about  a 
5-foot  drop.  When  I  landed  on  the  shore  I  received  a  terrific  jar  to  my  knees. 
Not  thinking  it  anything  serious,  I  did  not  go  on  the  sick  report,  but  four  or 
five  days  afterwards  both  knees  began  to  give  me  pain.  Since  that  time  both 
knees  have  been  more  or  less  painful,  particularly  the  left,  and  at  times  I  have 
been  compelled  to  quit  work  for  a  month  or  so  at  a  time. 

The  claim  was  rejected  August  6,  1914,  on  the  ground  of  no  ratable 
degree  of  disability  since  date  of  filing  from  gunshot  wound  of  left 
arm  and  on  the  ground  of  no  record  in  the  War  Department  of  in¬ 
jury  of  both  knees,  and  claimant’s  evident  inability  to  furnish  medi¬ 
cal  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  to  show  origin  in  service  or  exist¬ 
ence  at  discharge. 
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The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  soldier 
treated  August  1  to  14,  1898,  for  superficial  gunshot  wound  of  left 
arm;  November  5  and  6,  1898,  for  coryza  (cold  in  head)  ;  January  18 
to  21,  1899,  for  acute  external  hemorrhoids;  June  22  to  24,  1899,*  for 
remittent  malarial  fever;  July  16  to  17,  1899,  for  acute  diarrhea; 
and  August  12  to  15,  1899,  for  acute  diarrhea.  On  his  examination 
preliminary  to  discharge  he  declared  that  he  was  suffering  from  piles 
incurred  at  Manila  in  December,  1898,  caused  by  dysentery.  The 
Army  surgeon  reported  external  piles,  disability,  one-eighth. 

Claimant  was  first  medically  examined,  as  before  stated,  October 
17,  1900,  and  the  examining  surgeons  reported  no  disability  and  no 
rating  for  any  cause.  He  was  again  medically  examined  "April  2, 
1913,  and  the  report  thereof  is,  in  part,  as  follows: 

Wound  of  left  arm  is  just  above  and  external  to  insertion  of  deltoid  muscle. 
Tbe  bullet  passed  through  fleshy  part  of  arm  only.  The  bone  was  not  hurt. 
There  are  no  contractions  or  deformities  as  result  of  wound  and  the  function 
of  the  arm  is  normal  in  every  respect  Left  knee:  External  side  of  patella  is 
very  terrier  on  pressure  and  a  hard  substance,  probably  cartilaginous,  can  be 
felt.  This  he  claims  is  very  painful  when  walking.  He  limps  with  that  leg. 
He  wears  a  bandage  around  knee  constantly  except  at  night.  Nothing  abnor¬ 
mal  can  be  found  with  right  knee.  Measurements,  right  knee,  14  inches;  left 
knee,  144.  Flexion  and  extension  are  normal  in  both  legs.  Has  been  treated 
for  floating  cartilage  of  left  knee.  Rating,  8/18.  There  are  no  vicious  habits. 

William  C.  Webb,  second  lieutenant,  testified  June  17,  1914,  that 
soldier  was  one  of  the  crew  of  the  river  gunboat  Covadongo ;  that  he 
was  one  of  two  men  whose  duty  it  was  to  jump  ashore  and  tie  up  the 
boat;  that  sometime  during  the  month  of  May,  1899,  near  Candaba, 
P.  I.,  soldier  jumped  ashore  and  strained  both  knees  and  was  laid  up 
for  some  time  with  the  injury;  that  this  was  reported  to  affiant  at  the 
time,  but  affiant  did  not  actually  see  the  accident;  that  affiant  knows 
that  soldier  was  disabled  in  this  way  and  another  man  was  detailed 
to  do  part  of  his  work  thereafter. 

J.  A.  Reeder  testified  June  26,  1914,  that  in  the  last  half  of  the 
year  1902  and  first  half  of  1903  he  worked  as  motorman  on  the  same 
car  of  which  claimant  was  conductor;  that  claimant  was  more  or 
less  lame  and  had  trouble  in  moving  about,  and  at  times  had  to  lay 
off  from  his  work  on  account  of,  as  he  told  affiant,  trouble  with  his 
knees;  that  he  told  affiant  at  the  time  that  the  trouble  was  contracted 
when  a  soldier  in  the  Philippines. 

Stenhen  G.  Reid  testified  June  6,  1914,  that  soldier  was  off  work 
for  30  days  in  the  summer  of  1904  with  his  knee;  that  it  was  in  a 
plaster  cast,  and  soldier  was  not  able  to  work  and  affiant  took  his 
place. 

Dr.  Union  Worthington  testified  that  he  treated  soldier  in  Febru¬ 
ary,  1912,  for  a  synovitis  of  the  left  knee  joint;  that  the  history  of 
the  case  at  that  time  as  well  as  subsequently  leads,  affiant  to  believe 
that  there  is  a  loose  cartilage  in  the  joint. 

Dr.  J.  F.  Critchlow  testified  that  during  the  year  1904  soldier  came 
to  h’m  with  a  trouble  of  the  left  knee;  that  affiant  diagnosed  loose 
cartilages  of  the  brim  of  the  knee  joint,  and  with  attendant  inflamma¬ 
tion;  that  affiant  placed  the  leg  in  a  cast  to  put  the  functions  at  rest 
and  Heated  soldier  at  intervals  for  several  months  thereafter;  that 
there  has  been  a  resulting  disability  in  the  knee,  the  extent  of  which 
affiant  does  not  know,  and  that  the  condition  of  the  knee  pointed 
clearly  to  some  previous  injury. 
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Dr.  A.  N.  Hanson  testified  April  16,  1914,  that  he  first  saw  soldier 
December  23,  1909,  when  he  was  incapacitated  because  of  a  floating 
cartilage  of  left  knee:  that  the  acute  symptoms  subsided,  and  he  was 
able  to  return  to  work  at  the  end  of  five  weeks;  that  soldier  has  an¬ 
noyance  from  the  condition  at  all  times  since,  and  at  intervals  is 
compelled  to  refrain  from  using  the  limb  for  periods  varying  from 
a  few  days  to  two  or  three  weeks;  that  the  injury  to  the  knee  is 
permanent  unless,  through  surgical  interference,  successful  fixation 
of  the  offending  cartilage  could  be  secured. 


Soldier  is  35  years  of  age.  Accompanying  the  bill  is  the  evidence 
of  Louis  X.  Fehr,  who  states  that  he  was  a  sergeant  in  Battery  B, 
Utah  Artillery,  of  which  claimant  was  a  private:  that  he  has  known 
soldier  since  1893,  and  at  that  time  soldier  was  in  good  physical  con¬ 
dition:  that  while  in  the  service  on  one  of  the  river  gunboats  soldier 
met  with  some  accident  to  both  of  his  legs  and  was  excused  from 
duty  on  'the  transport  home  and  after  the  battery  landed  at  San 
Francisco;  that  when  they  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  City  soldier  had 
much  trouble  in  trying  to  march  with  the  battery. 

Also  evidence  of  one  witness  who  states  that  soldier  lost  a  great 
deal  of  time  from  his  work  from  1900  to  1902  on  account  of  his 
knees  and  had  to  give  up  his  position  with  the  railroad,  and  evidence 
of  a  physician  who  states  that  soldier  is  suffering  from  a  displaced 
semilunar  cartilage  in  the  left  knee  and  exostosis  of  the  head  of  the 
fibula  which  incapacitate  him  for  manual  labor;  also  evidence  of  two 
neighbors  who  state  that  soldier  has  no  income  except  what  he  earns 
by  his  own  manual  labor. 

*  On  the  evidence  filed  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with 
recommendation  for  pension  at  $16  per  month  in  accordance  with  the 
rating  given  by  the  last  board  of  surgeons. 


S.  6532.  Frank  Varney  served  as  private,  sergeant,  and  quarter¬ 
master  sergeant  in  Company  B,  Fortieth  4  nited  States  \  olunteer 
Infantry,  in  the  War  with  Spain;  he  was  enlisted  September  5,  1899, 
and  honorably  discharged  and  mustered  out  June  24,  14)01. 

He  is  now  receiving  a  pension  of  $8  per  month  on  account  of 
chronic  diarrhea.  (Certificate  No.  1109725.)  He  was  first  pen¬ 
sioned  at  $6  from  May  7.  1903 ;  increased  to  $8  May  13.  1908.  Claims 
for  further  increase  were  rejected  August  19,  1909,  and  June  1,  1910. 
His  last  claim  for  increase,  filed  August  18,  1913,  was  rejected  Janu¬ 
ary  6,  1914.  . 

Soldier  also  claimed  pension  for  disease  of  eyes  and  resulting  loss 
of  sight  of  left  eye  and  partial  loss  of  sight  of  right  eye,  caused,  as 
he  alleges,  from  exposure  and  extreme  heat  and  glare  of  the  sun 
while  campaigning  in  the  Philippine  Islands.  He  has  no  hospital 
record  of  treatment  for  disease  of  eyes,  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Pensions  rejected  the  claim  on  the  ground  that  the  evidence  filed  w  as 
insufficient  to  prove  service  origin  of  the  disability. 

It  appears  from  the  evidence  that  soldier  was  sound  and  free  from 
disability  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Army.  It  further  appears  from  the 
evidence  that  within  a  few  weeks  after  his  discharge  and  return 
home  he  had  trouble  with  his  eyes,  which  has  gradually  progressed 
and  increased  until  he  has  lost  the  sight  of  left  eye  and  partly  so  of 
the  right  eye.  There  is  medical  evidence  of  the  disability  as  early 
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as  August,  1901,  about  two  months  after  discharge,  as  appears  from 
the  following  copy  of  sworn  statement  of  Dr.  F.  N.  Bonine,  of  Niles, 
Mich. : 

First  met  soldier. August  31,  1901.  He  was  then  suffering  with  retinitis  in  a 
mild  form.  As  irritation  subsided  the  optic  nerve  commenced  to  he  affected 
which  condition  existed  from  then  until  now.  The  atrophy  of  the  left  optic 
nerve  is  complete  and  that  of  the  right  nerve  partial.  On  February  7,  1905, 
he  was  fitted  with  glasses  by  me  and  did  some  work  for  a  time,  but  to-day,  July 
21,  1908,  the  left  optic  nerve  is  entirely  destroyed  and  the  vision  of  right  so 
much  impaired  as  to  render  the  soldier  unable  to  perform  any  labor  requiring 
close  eyesight. 

Continuance  of  disability  is  shown  by  the  several  reports  of  the 
boards  of  examining  surgeons  from  February,  1906,  and  it  is  in  evi¬ 
dence  that  soldier  was  compelled  to  abandon  his  trade  of  barber  as 
far  back  as  February,  1906,  by  reason  of  his  impaired  sight.  One 
of  the  boards  stated  that  they  thought  the  loss  of  sight  due  to  disease 
of  rectum,  no  doubt  resulting  from  the  chronic  diarrhea  for  which 
the  soldier  is  pensioned.  The  last  report  of  the  board  of  examining 
surgeons,  November  5,  1913,  is  as  follows: 

The  claimant  is  somewhat  emaciated,  weak,  and  anemic.  We  find  the  spleen 
and  liver  to  be  very  tender,  and  both  are  increased  in  size  very  markedly.  We 
find  the  colon  distended  with  gas,  tongue  white,  and  he  claims  that  his  appe¬ 
tite  is  poor.  There  is  evidence  of  digestive  fermentation.  The  palms  of  the 
hands  somewhat  rough.  Second  sound  of  heart  accentuated.  Complexion 
sallow  and  yellow.  He  is  nearly  blind  in  the  left  eye.  The  rectum  is  inflamed 
and  he  has  chronic  diarrhea,  bowels  moving  from  four  to  six  times  a  day.  No 
piles.  The  heart  is  weak  and  irregular.  In  our  opinion  the  above  disabilities 
are  not  due  to  or  the  result  of  vicious  habits. 

The  board  of  surgeons  before  whom  claimant  was  examined  May 
11,  1910,  reported  in  part  as  follows: 

The  claimant  gives  a  history  of  disease  of  the  eyes,  first  noticed  in  1901.  He 
was  mustered  out  of  service  in  .Tune,  1901,  the  24th,  and  on  July  11  noticed 
trouble  with  left  eye  and  has  been  progressively  growing  worse,  until  at  this 
examination  is  totally  blind  in  left  eye,  and  Snellins’s  test  shows  right  eye  6/160. 

Soldier  is  43  years  of  age,  and  medical  evidence  accompanying 
the  bill  shows  that  he  has  acute  exacerbations  of  chronic  diarrhea 
every  month  of  about  four  days’  duration  and  at  times  every  week; 
that  he  is  totally  blind  in  left  eye  and  nearly  so  in  right  eye;  and 
that  he  is  unable  to  do  manual  labor  because  of  physical  weakness 
and  blindness.  The  evidence  also  shows  that  he  is  desperately  poor 
and  without  means,  and  is  dependent  upon  others  for  his  support 
and  maintenance.  One  physician  testifies  that  claimant  is  prac¬ 
tically  blind,  unable  to  labor  or  even  go  about  alone;  and  that  he  will 
never  be  better.  It  is  believed  that  soldier  has  fairly  established  his 
right  to  more  pension  than  he  is  now  receiving,  and  the  committee 
report  the  bill  favorably,  with  recommendation  for  increase  of  pen¬ 
sion  to  $40  per  month. 

S.  6544.  Frank  Sutterfield,  of  Hot  Springs,  S.  Dak.,  served  as  a 
private  in  Troop  A,  Third  United  States  Volunteer  Cavalry,  in  the 
War  wfith  Spain.  Tie  was  enlisted  May  6,  1898,  and  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  and  mustered  out  September  8,  1898. 

In  his  claim  for  pension,  which  was  filed  December  3,  1898,  he 
alleged  that  at  Camp  Thomas,  Ga.,  about  August  1,  1898,  he  con¬ 
tracted  typhoid  pneumonia,  causing  pleuritic  adhesions  of  left 
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side,  and  that  at  same  place,  about  August  25,  1898,  he  contracted 
rheumatism,  causing  heart  disease.  The  claim  for  pleuritic  adhesions 
cf  left  side  and  rheumatism  was  rejected  on  the  ground  of  no  record 
or  other  satisfactory  evidence  to  prove  service  origin  and  continuance 
from  discharge.  The  claim  for  heart  disease  was  rejected  on  the 
ground  of  no  medical  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  to  show  con¬ 
tinuance  from  date  of  discharge. 

The  medical  records  on  file  in  the  War  Department  show  soldier 
treated  August  1,  1898,  for  malaria  in  line  of  duty  and  furloughed 
10  davs  from  August  10,  1898,  on  account  of  sickness.  On  his  ex¬ 
amination  preliminary  to  discharge  soldier  declared  that  he  was 
■  suffering  from  the  effects  of  typhoid  fever  and  rheumatism  con¬ 
tracted  about  August  5,  1898.  at  Camp  Thomas,  Ga.;  his  captain 
certified  to  the  same  effect.  The  Army  surgeon  certified  as  f ollows : 


Fad  attack  of  typhoid  fever  this  summer,  and  he  said  has  noticed  he  is  sub¬ 
ject  to  dyspnoea  since  his  sickness.  Examination  of  heart  showed  diseased 
condition  of  same ;  mitral  valve  affected 
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and  that  the  disability  was  contracted  in  the  military  service  of  the 
United  States;  that  it  was  permanent;  and  that  the  soldier  was  con¬ 
valescent  arid  did  nothing.  ,  u  * 

Soldier  was  first  medically  examined  January  3,  1900,  by  the  riot 
Springs  (S.  Dak.)  board  of  surgeons,  who  rated  him  6/18  on  pleu¬ 
ritic  adhesions  and  4/18  on  rheumatism.  He  was  again  examined 
August  30.  1905.  by  a  single  surgeon,  who  reported  that  he  could  hnd 

no  disability  to  rate  for  pension. 

Dr.  Edward  D.  Piper,  acting  assistant  surgeon,  testified,  August 
26,  1904.  that  soldier  entered  regimental  hospital  about  July  25.  1898, 
and  received  care  and  attention  there  until  about  August  8,  1898, 
when  sent  to  convalescent  camp  on  Lookout  Mountain  ;  that  so  diei 
gave  evidence  of  great  physical  depression ;  that  his  f  < crm  of  sic  i- 
ness  or  disease  was  of  the  typhomalarial  type,  prevalent  at  that  time, 
associated  with  fever,  impaired  digestion,  depressed  nervous  condi¬ 
tion,  and  impaired  heart’s  action ;  that  it  is  affiant  s  belief  that  sol¬ 
dier’s  sickness  at  that  time  had  an  influence  m  inducing  his  present 
impaired  physical  condition. 

Seth  Bullock,  captain,  testified  February  4,  1911,  that  soldier  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  sound  and  healthy  when  mustered  into  the  service :  that 
when  the  regiment  was  mustered  out  soldier  was  m  very  bad  physical 
condition:  that  affiant's  recollection  is  that  heart  trouble,  rheumatism, 
and  pleurisy  were  among  the  troubles  he  complained  of :  that 
affiant  remembers  particularly  of  visiting  soldier  the  night  be  foie 
orders  came  for  the  muster  out  of  the  regiment,  and  remembers  that 
soldier  seemed  to  be  such  a  total  wreck  physically  that  he  promised 
him  then  he  would  immediately  apply  yor  his  disc -large  on  _t 
sound  of  general  disability :  that  affiant  did  not  make  the  application, 
because  orders  for  muster  out  were  received  rendering  such  applica- 

tion  unnecessary.  .  .  -  ,.  ,  ,  „ 

Four  comrades  testified  that  soldier  at  time  of  enlistment  was  a 
strong  and  vigorous  man  and  healthy  ;  that  during  his  term  of  sem- 
ice.  until  prevented  by  illness,  he  performed  his  duties  faithfully  and 
well  Five  or  six  neighbors  also  testified  that  soldier  was  sound  at 
enlistment,  and  that  since  his  return  from  the  service  he  has  been, 
suffering  from  heart  trouble,  rheumatism,  and  pleurisy. 
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Dr.  Fred  Treon  testified  February  28,  1905,  that  soldier  was  then 
suffering  from  mitral  insufficiency,  probably  the  result  of  rheuma¬ 
tism,  which  appeared  to  be  permanent  in  character;  that  these  con¬ 
ditions  had  existed  to  affiant’s  knowledge  for  two  years;  that  the 
disease  was  of  such  a  nature  as  to  prevent  soldier  doing  a  full  day’s 
work,  probably  net  more  than  one-fourth. 

Dr-  H.  H.  Wilcox  testified  February  8,  1911,  that  soldier  has 
chronic  arthritic  rheumatism  of  right  knee  and  rheumatism  of  hips, 
also  lumbago;  that  he  walks  with  cane  and  is  quite  lame;  that  his 
heart  beat  is  about  62  to  the  minute,  somewhat  irregular,  missing 
occasional  beats.  Accompanying  the  bill  is  medical  testimony  as 
follows :

On  tiiis  28th  day  of  September,  1914,  personally  appeared  before  me,  county 
judge,  Fall  River  County,  S.  Dak.,  R.  D  Jennings,  M.  D.,  a  practicing  physician 
residing  at  Plot  Springs,  Fall  River  County,  S.  Dak.,  who  upon  being  duly  sworn 
says  that  he  has  known  Frank  Satterfield,  formerly  a  soldier  in  Company  A, 
Third  United  States  Volunteer  Cavalry,  for  the  last  24  years,  and  that  he  has  been 
his  family  physician  for  several  years  last  past  and  during  four  years  previous 
to  his  enlistment  in  the  Army,  and  that  he  has  this  day  examined  him  and  finds 
that  he  is  suffering  from  the  following  disabilities,  to  wit,  chronic  endocarditis 
and  valvular  disease  of  the  heart,  due  to  inflammatory  rheumatism,  pleuratiu 
adhesions  of  the  left  side,  and  chronic  bronchitis,  and  that  he  is  disabled  for 
doing  manual  labor  to  a  degree  equal  to  50  per  cent  of  bis  normal  capacity  if  in 
good  health.  He  is  easily  fatigued  and  unable  to  exert  himself  to  any  extent. 
He  further  swears  that  he  is  not  related  to  the  said  soldier  and  has  no  interest 
in  the  prosecution  of  his  claim  for  obtaining  a  pension.

Claimant  is  46  years  of  age,  and  evidence  of  neighbors  filed  with 
this  committee  shows  that  he  has  no  income  whatever,  and  that  he  is 
unable  because  of  his  physical  condition  to  do  any  manual  labor, 
and  is  therefore  prevented  from  earning  his  living. 

On  the  evidence  filed  the  committee  report  the  bill  favorably  with 
recommendation  for  pension  at  $12  per  month. 

S.  6602.  Oscar  Gray,  of  Brookings,  S.  Dak.,  was  a  private  in  Com¬ 
pany  D,  First  Winconsin  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  the  War  with  Spain. 
He  was  enlisted  June  17,  1898,  and  honorably  mustered  out  October 
19,  1898,  with  remark  :  “  Transferred  to  hospital,  Pahie  Beach,  Fla., 
August  13,  1898,  in  line  of  duty;  too  ill  to  be  paid.”  The  medical 
records  show  that  he  was  treated  in  July,  1898,  for  malarial  fever, 
and  in  July,  August,  and  September,  1898,  for  typhoid  fever. 

In  his  claim  for  pension,  filed  March  16,  1899,  he  alleged  that  at 
Jacksonville,  Fla.,  about  July  15,  1898,  he  contracted  malarial  and 
typhoid  fever,  neuralgia,  and  general  debility;  that  on  October  19, 
1898,  his  furlough  expired,  and  at  that  time  he  was  very  sick,  unable 
to  leave  his  bed,  unable  to  attend  to  any  business,  and  was  expected 
to  die.  That  he  neglected  to  have  his  furlough  extended  and  was 
mustered  out  as  of  that  date  and  is  yet  unable  to  leave  his  bed. 

In  affidavit  filed  May  9,  1900,  he  alleged  typhoid  fever,  inability 
to  stoop  or  lift  anything,  and  weakness  of  back  and  spine. 
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The  claim  was  legally  approved  in  the  board  of  review  at  the 
‘ension  Bureau  for  malarial  poisoning  and  disease  of  back  and 
bine  and  neuralgia,  results  of  typhoid  fever,  but  the  medical  referee 
eclined  to  fix  a  rating,  declaring  that  a  pensionable  disability  trom 

lose  causes  did  not  exist.  . 

.  Soldier  filed  a  second  claim  November  0,  1913,  alleging  that  at 
Jacksonville,  Fla.,  about  July  17,  1898,  he  contracted  typhoid  fever, 
rom  which  he  was  confined  to  his  bed  for  about  10  months,  and 
non  leaving  his  bed  was  compelled  to  use  crutches  for  one  year; 
fat  the  permanent  effect  of  said  disease  is  weakness  of  back  render- 
io-  him  unfit  for  manual  labor.  The  claim  was  rejected  April  24, 
914  on  the  ground  of  no  record  of  affection  of  back  (lumbago)  and 
iaimant’s  failure  and  evident  inability  to  furnish  the  necessary  evi- 
ence  to  establish  origin  thereof  in  the  service,  or  existence  at  date 
f  discharge,  or  to  connect  any  present  disability  therefrom  with  Ins 
military  service,  either  as  a  result  of  typhoid  feiei,  as  alleged,  or 

therwise. 

It  is  clearly  shown  by  the  evidence  filed  that  this  soldier  contracted 
yplioid  fever  in  the  service  and  was  sick  in  hospital  and  at  home 
ollowing  his  discharge  for  several  months.  It  is  equally  well  shown 
hat  he  was  sound  at  enlistment,  and  that  since  discharge  he  has 
uffered  from  some  affection  of  back  which  has  moie  oi  les^  inca 
'acitated  him  for  the  performance  of  manual  labor. 

The  following  medical  evidence  appears  in  the  case : 

Dr.  J.  C.  Hubenthal,  of  Belmont,  Wis.,  testified  May  2,  1900, 

hat — 

He  lias  known  tlie  above  claimant,  Oscar  Gray,  prior  to  bis  enlistment  inti 
lately,  seeing  bim  almost  daily  and  being  bis  physician  for  that  period.  li\  mg 
n  the  same  village.  Pvt.  Gray  was  a  sound  man  prior  to  bis  enlistment ;  nad 
ie  been  unsound  I  would  have  known  it.  The  claimant  arrived  here  from  Jack- 
onville,  Fla.,  on  furlough  about  September  19,  1898,  unable  to  walk  from  the 
rain  to  bis  home  without  assistance.  On  September  24,  1898,  he  was  called 
.rofessionally  to  see  Pvt.  Gray,  who  was  in  bed  with  an  attack  of  recurrent 
vphoid ;  this  attack  lasted  about  20  days,  when  it  was  complicated  by  sciatica, 
imibar.  visceral,  and  intercostal  neuralgia,  being  unable  to  move  m  bed  without 
issistance  till  about  February  12,  1899;  during  this  period  his  condition  was  one 
»f  extreme  emaciation.  That  he  visited  the  claimant  daily  till  February  12, 
.899,  when  he  was  able  to  move  and  turn  himself  in  bed  without  assistance: 
wo  additional  visits  were  made  in  February,  six  in  March,  and  hve  in  Apric 
>esides  prescriptions  during  his  illness;  the  last  was  given  May  1849.  I  hot 
ilaimant  has  been  unable  to  perform  manual  labor  ever  since  his  return  fiom 
Tacksonville,  Fla.,  to  the  present  time. 

Dr.  James  Oettiker  testified,  May  2,  1900,  that — 

I  have  been  intimately  acquainted  with  said  Oscar  Graj ,  being  (  ,..(  !  fie 
luentlv  to  his  home  treating  his  wife.  I  knew  him  to  be  a  man  of  exceptional 
mod  health  up  to  the  time  of  enlistment.  I  was  called  m  consultation  wich  Dr. 
Hubenthal  to^ee  Mr.  Gray  October  17,  1898.  At  that  time  he  w»s  emaciated, 
confined  to  bed.  could  not  turn  in  bed  without  aid  and  then  it  caused  mia  ev 
treme  pain.  I  was  informed  that  he  had  passed  through  a  sevete  case  of 
typnoid  fever,  but  at  the  time  his  trouble  was  largely  m  tlm ipmal  wlumn, 
sciatic  and  intercostal  nerves,  with  extreme  hyperesthesia,  could  i  ■ 
lightest  touch.  I  did  not  see  said  soldier  again  for  six  months  01  m<  le.  at  aol 
time  he  was  still  emaciated  and  weal;  in  appearance,  but  I  made  no  personal 
axamination. 

Dr.  J.  Rhodes  testified,  December  4,  1913,  that  he  had  examined 
soldier  and  found  him  suffering  from  rigidity  of  the  spine  in  the 
lumbal’  region  and  at  the  lumbar  sacral  articulation. 
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Claimant,  who  is  46  years  of  age,  was  first  medically  examinee 
by  bureau  surgeons  August  16,  1899,  and  reported  to  be  unabl< 
to  perform  any  manual  labor  owing  to  results  of  typhoid  fever  anc 
entitled  to  $30  per  month.  He  was  last  medically  examined  January 
T,  1914,  by  the  Brookings,  S.  Dak.,  board  of  surgeons,  who  reportec 
in  part  as  follows: 

Applicant’s  back  is  stiff,  bends  forward  only  about  30  degrees  from  th< 
vertical,  can  not  recover  readily.  Lumbar  group  of  muscles  on  both  sides  o 
the  spine  hard  and  unyielding  on  palpation,  muscular  sclerosis  well  marked 
right  side  more  prominent  than  the  left,  can  not  bend  forward  in  a  stoopinj 
position  and  recover  readily,  function  of  lumbar  muscles  lost.  Rotary  motioi 
of  the  spine  in  the  lumbar  portion  lost,  sitting  on  the  floor  can  not  arise  withou 
turning  his  whole  body  and  limbs  over  on  his  side.  In  this  posture  can  no 
bend  forward  and  recover  without  difficulty.  Tenderness  over  spine  in  tb 
lumbar  region. 

The  board  rated  the  disability  at  17/18,  or  $17  per  month. 
Accompanying  the  bill  is  evidence  as  follows :

Affiant  further  states  that  the  said  Oscar  Gray  is  suffering  from  a  disability 
rendering  him  unable  to  perform  manual  labor,  such  disability  consisting  o 
ankylosis  of  the  lumbar  vertebra  and  a  spastic  condition  of  the  lumbar  muscles 

Affiant  further  says  that,  from  the  history  of  said  case  as  given  to  him  b; 
the  said  Oscar  Gray,  affiant  is  of  the  opinion  that  said  disability  was  tk 
proximate  result,  and  the  direct  effect,  of  typhoid  fever  incurred  by  the  sail 
Oscar  Gray  while  in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States. 

That  he  examined  said  Gray  lastly  on  September  30,  1914.

It  bv  r^son  oi  his  enlistment  and  the  disease  contracted  while  in  the  Army 
I  savings  were  entirely  swept  away  by  doctors’  bills  and  medical  treatment, 
lying  hfm  not  only  physically  but  financially  a  wreck :  that  by  reason  of  said 
IrGLise  and  the  disability  resulting  therefrom  he  was  unable  to  take  l  • 
Irk  on  the  farm  or  perform  any  manual  labor,  and  that  his  only  means 
llelihood  was  employment  as  a  porter  doing  light  work  m  a  barber  shop ,  tha 
I,  physical  condition  was  not  such  that  he  could  do  the  work  of  an  able-bod  ed 

tfflants  further : ay' 'that  from  their  intimate  knowledge  of  said  Gray  before 
Irina:  and  after  his  enlistment  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  said  Giay  1 
nhv  and  morally  entitled  to  a  pension  at  the  hands  of  this  Government, 

Id  that  should  a  substantial  pension  be  granted  to  said  Gray  that  it  wi  be 
it  small  recognition  for  the  sacrifices  he  has  made  for  his  countiy.

In  his  application  for  pension  filed  June  3,  1910  (No.  1390840), 
ddiel  alleged  that  he  incurred  frozen  feet  on  a  march  from  TV  ichita. 
Hans.,  to  Fort  Supply,  in  January,  1869.  The  board  of  surgeons

Soldier  is  64  years  of  age  and  medical  evidence  submitted  to  the 
ommittee  shows  that  he  is  at  present  disabled  by  reason  of  inguinal 
ernia,  rheumatism,  heart  disease,  enlarged  prostate,  and  other  m- 
rmities  of  age  and  is  wholly  incapacitated  foi  earning  a  suppoi  y 
aanual  labor.  There  is  also  evidence  that  he  is  financially  poor  and

Soldier  has  no  status  for  pension  under  the  acts  oi  June  2<,  18JU, 
February  6,  1907,  and  May  11,  1912,  for  the  reason  that  his  service 
ras  not*  in  the  Civil  War;  under  the  general  law  he  is  put  on  the 
ame  footing  as  to  pension  as  the  soldiers  of  that  war;  he  enduied 
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pretty  much  the  same  hardships  and  was  exposed  to  much  of  the  san 
dangers  We  find  precedent  for  favorable  action  in  the  case  I 
Alfred  L  Runyan,  Sixty-third  Congress,  second  session,  andi 
report  the  bill  with  recommendation  for  pension  at  $12  per  month.

Mexican  War  service  act  of  January  29,  1887,  and  was  original 
pensioned  under  said  act  at  the  rate  of  $8  per  month.  She  is  nc 
m  receipt  of  the  pension  of  $12  per  month  provided  by  the  act  1 
April  19,  1908.  (Certificate  No.  2816.)  She  was  married  to  tl 
soldier  January  16,  1856,  and  is  nearly  76  years  of  age. 

Evidence  accompanying  the  bill  shows  that  claimant  is  disaMi 
y  ill  health  and  old  age  and  is  in  such  an  enfeebled  condition  th 
she  can  do  absolutely  nothing  toward  earning  a  living.

Irom  the  records  of  the  War  Department  it  appears  that  he  enliste 
Apni  26,  1898.  and  was  honorably  discharged  and  mustered  or 
November  4,  1898;  also  that  he  was  granted  a  sick  furlough  for  2 
days  from  August  18  to  September  13,  1898.  ‘  A  medical  certificat 
upon  which  application  for  furlough  was  based,  dated  August  11

Application  for  further  in- 
use  filed  September  13,  1912,  was  rejected  November  11,  1912. 
Soldier  is  40  years  of  age.  He  was  last  examined  October  9,  1912,
